It  has  been  generally  recognized  by 
the  members  of  the  City  Council,  and 
■  indeed  by  the  public,  that  this  year  an 
Increase-  in  the-  tea  rats  -would  have  to 
be  made  .to  meet  the  increased  expendi- 
ture. The  Increase  is  caused,  to  a 
very  great  extent,  by  the  growth  in 
the  expenditure  required  for  fixed 
charges  such  as  interest  and  sinking 
fund  on  bonded  indebtedness,  school 
expenditures,  as  well  aa  police  and 
library  expenses.  In  none  of  these 
case  has'  the  -  Citp  Council  power  to 
reduce  the  outlay. 

The  estimates  of  expenditure  for  the 
year  have  been  pared  to  the  very  low- 
est possible  point,  and,  in  some  cases, 
expenditures  which  the  Council  be- 
lieved should  be  made,  have  been 
struck  off  or  greatly  curtailed  in  order 
that  the  increase  in  the  rate  should 
be  ns  small  as  possible.  It  appears 
likely  that  the  rate  Increase  will  (be 
one  and  one-half  mills. 

Vancouver  Is  confronted  with  a  simi- 
lar condition.  There  the  rate  is  ex- 
pected to  be  increased  two  — "'-  jhpitr 
lng  it  twenty-two  mills  net  on  the 
dollar.  There  the  necessity  of  in- 
creasing the  rate  to  meet  expenditures 
had  caused  discussion  to  turn  .upon 
the  advisability  of  taxing,'  to  a  limited 
extent  at  least.  Improvements  which 
have  been  exempted  from  taxation  for 
the  past   few  years.

A  Modem  Kovelsit 
The  writer  of  stories  which  please 
the  common  people  is  seldom  looked  on 
with  favor  by  the  critics.  Baroness 
Ofesty  1b  no  exception  to  this  rule. 
JBver  since  the  fancy  of  novel  readers, 
especially  of  the  younger  among  them, 
was  captured  by  the  "Scarlet  Plraper- 
nel,"  every  book  written  by  its  author 
has  been  eagerly  welcomed  and  found 
a  ready  sale. 

The  Baroness  Orc*y  is' a  Hungarian 
by  birth.  Her  father,  Baron  Felix 
Orcxy,  Was  a  noted  musician,  and  her 
mother  Was  Emma,  Comtesse  Wass. 
At  her  home  in  Tarnaors.  where  she 
lived  till  she  was  fifteen,  the  young 
Hungarian  girl  met  most  of  tha  famous 
musicians  of  Europe. 

As  soon  as  she  went  to  England  she 
undertook  the  task  of  learning  the 
language,  in  which  she  was  marvelous- 
ly  successful,  her  books  bearing  little, 
if  any.   trace  of  her  foreign  origin. 

The  ambition  of  tha  Baroness  Orczy 
was  to  be   a  Painter,     and     she     sue- 
weeded  well  enough  to.  toaye  a  picture, 
"The  Jolly  Young     Waterman,"     hung 
upon  the  line  In   the   Green  Boom  of 
the  Rpyai  Academy.     It  was  probably 
as  an  art.  student  tltat  sh*    was     at- 
tracted  to   the   well-known   artist     Mr, 
Montagn    Barstow,    for   it   was     during 
time   that,  the  two  w«rS  married. 
It  was  as  a  short  story  writer  that 
Baroness  Orczy  entered   the  world     of 
fiction,   but   the     "Scarlet     Pimpernel,"' 
Which  was  first  published  as  a  play, 
won  the*  attention  of  novel  readers  In 
all  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom.    The 
play  itself  was   mercilessly   scored  by 
dramatic   critics,      but     drew     crowded 
1568    nevertheless.       This    book    was 
published  in  1905,  and  every  year  since, 
and    sometimes  oftener,     novels     from

B.  and  the  C.  K  R.  on  Vancouver 
Island,  whereby  hew  districts  are  being 
rendered  available  for  settlement,  many 
settlers  havo  taken  up  lands  in  these 
localities.  There  bos  been  a  very 
marked  growth  in  most  of  the  agri- 
cultural districts  of  Vancouver  Island, 
especially  Alberhi,  Parksvllle,  Quail* 
cum  and  Comox. 

Many  settlers  have  also  gone  into 
districts  on  the  West  Ooast  of  Van- 
couver Island  and  to  the  northern  part 
of  the  Island.  Land  clearing  1b  pro- 
ceeding apace,  as  is  plainly  evidenced 
by  the  largely  increased  salo  of  In- 
stitute stumping  powder.  It  has  been 
said  that  agriculture  Is  retrogressing 
in  this  Province.  Statements  such  as 
this  are  made  hy  people  who  are  not 
familiar  with  conditions  as  they  exist- 

It  is  true  that  there  has  been  &  back- 
ward movement  In  agriculture  In  dis- 
tricts closo  to  our  cities,  caused  hy  the 
rapid  growth  of  Our  cilice  and  a  con- 
sequent subdivision  of  lands,  that  were 
a,  few  years  ago  devoted  to  farming, 
for  residential  purposes.  In  tho  out- 
lying districts,  i  tho  increase  In 
settlement  more  than  compensates  for 
this,  and.  now  that  there  Is  a  cessation 
to  the  real  estate  speculation  in  evi- 
dence a  few  years  ago,  we  may  expect 
that  peoplo  will  turn  their  attention  to 
the  land  and  that  farming  will  he 
taken  up  more  In  earnest 

Altogether,  I  consider  that  prospects 
are  bright,  from  an  agricultural  view- 
point, for  the  Province  at  large  and 
Vancouver  Island  In  particular.  Our 
Island  is  becoming  known  tho  world 
over  as  a  desirablo  country  in  which 
to  live,  and  we  may  confidently  expect 
a  large  Influx  of  settlers,  many  of 
Whom  Will  engage  In  farming  opera- 
tions, and  of  others  who  havr<  nni'ilrod 
a  competency  In  other  countries  which 
are  not  1*0  favorably  situated  as  re- 
gards climatic  conditions,  and  who 
wish  to  settle  in  a  country  where  lifo 
Is  pleasant  and  everything  conducive 
to  success.

If  ever  he 
went  to  Callao  and  took  in  ballast  ha 
would  Insist  upon  taking  three  seta  of 
shifting  boards  fore  and  aft  lie  had 
never  used  bins  before  in  hie  life.  It 
was  the  master's  idea,  because  he 
thought  it  made  the  ship  more  buoyant. 
Tho  squall  struck  the  alilp  warty  lu  the? 
afternoon,  and  it  was  at  that  time  that 
the  ballast  shifted  in  both  hatches, 
which  threw  the  vessel  over  on  her  beam 
ends.  The  mischief  was  all  done  in  this 
squall,  and  they  thought"  thsyTWOld 
eave  the  ship  with  wearing  her  round. 

Tween  Beck*  saved  Them 

If  it  bad  not  been  for  the  'tween 
decks,  not  one  of  the  crew  would  have, 
been  saved. 

Mull  further  stated  that  After  the 
second  squall  he  came  on  deck,  and  Cap- 
tain Isbester,  who  was  on  the  bridge, 
said:  "Wear  ship  and  try  to  put  her 
round  on  the  other  tack." 

All  hands  were  on  deck,  and  they 
squared  the  main  and  crossjack  yards, 
when  she  paid  off  two  points  and  got 
right  into  the  trough  of  the  sea.  The 
master  asked  Mm  to  go  forward  and 
got  tho  sheets  hauled  to  windward,  and, 
as  he  ran  forward,  another  squall  struck 
the  ship.  While  they  were  carrying  out 
the  master's  orders,  a  terrific  sea  came 
along,  and  the  vessel  took  a  fearful 
lurch  and  alio  went  over  almost  to  a 
perpendicular  position. 

Xdfeboets  Were  smashed 

The  master  then  gave  orders  to  cut 
away  the  port  lifeboat.  Six  or  Seven 
man  jumped  Into  It,  but  before  aho  got 
clear  tho  davit  came  down  on  tho  boat 
and  broke  it  In  two.  A  second  lifeboat 
was-  lowcted,  but  it  also  capsized  and 
was  smashed  against  the  side  of  the 
tassel.  They  had  five  boats  altogether, 
including  two  lifeboats.  They  all  hud 
lifebelts  on  after  thhy  had  cut  the  musts 
away. 

Tho  two  available  places  in  which  they' 
lived  when  the  vessel  was  on  her  beam 
ends  were  the  charthouse  and  tho 
saloon.  They  got  through  the  com- 
panion to  tho  storeroom  and  secured 
sonic  biscuits  and  water.  On  tbe  second 
day  they  wont  forward  and  lowered  a 
man  down  to  tli©  water  pumps  to  see  if 
the  pump  would  draw.  They  found  the 
starboard  tank  in  position  and  managed 
to  get  water.  They  made  up  their 
minds  to  abandon  the  vessel  when  they 
tnit  the  masts  away.  When  the  Loire 
citino  in  sight;  some  of  tho  men  wanted 
to  jump  overboard  and  awiito  to  her.  The 
then  of  the  Dalgonar  were  treated  splen- 
didly by  the  crew  of  the  French  ship. 
<*  When  Mull  reached  the  deck .  of  the 
Loire  he  said  to  the  master:  "Bravo,  did 
man;  you  havo  done  very  well,"  and  tho 
mantel-  replied:  "I  would  have  stood  toy 
you  for  thirty  days,  because  I  meant  to 
vcaeue  you."

klaying  will  not  <Uart  until  the 
completion  of  the  grading  and  tho 
bridging  oft  the  Patricia  Bay  branch  on 
August  1.  All  the  track  and  telegraph 
material  is  being  assembled  at  the  ma- 
terial yard,    near  Patricia  Bay. 

It  will  bo  noted  that  the  grading  Is 
so  far  advanced  on  all  sections,  except 
that  at  the  extreme  north  of  the  line, 
that  it  may  almost  be  considered  dis- 
posed of.  For  Instance  in  Saanloh, 
despite  the  handicaps  which  have  been 
encotint,  mse'or  the   necessity  of 

resorting  to  arbitration  to  secure  pos- 
session  of  right-of-way*  eleven  miles 
are  finished.  There  are  only  a  little 
over  four  miles  yet  to  be  done  before 
that  part  of  the  lino  Is  In  shape  for 
track-laying.  While  there  Is  no  of- 
ficial information  on  the  point,  it  is  .be- 
lieved that  the  steel  will  be  available 
at  an  early  date  and  that  a  gang  will 
put  on  that  phase  of  construction 
within  a  month. 

Are    Using    Timber 

Timber  trestles.  It  Is  explained,  are 
being  Installed  wherever  the  height  of 
the  ravine  Is  nof\too  great.  In  places 
Where  the  declivity  is  or  a  moderate 
height,  the  timber  IB  considered  the 
best  as  well  sis.  the  most  economical  for 
a  new  railway.  It  Is  pronounced  by 
competent  engineers,  after  years  of 
practical  testing,  to  be  quite  as  safe  as 
steel  for  a  certain  period.  Another  point 
In  Its  favor  is  that  the  material  used 
always  is  available,  so  that  there  Is  no 
necessity  for  delay  in  tho  traok-laylng 
In  order  to  cross  small  streams,  creeks 
or  breaks  In  the  right-of-way.  The  tim- 
ber span  Is  erected  and  is  ready  Ivy  the 
time  the  tracklaylng  gang  arrives.  Thus 
there  Is  no  loss  of  time,  the  roadbed 
Is  In  no  way  affected,  and  the  manage- 
ment may  replace  the  temporary  struc- 
tures with  others  of  a  permanent  char- 
acter as  it  becomes  necessary.  At  such 
points  as  Koksllah  River,  it  is  stated, 
the  conditions  render  It  morn  economi- 
cal to  lnstal  the  steel  viaduct  at'  the 
outset.  This  has  been  found  at  two  or 
three  points  on  Vancouver  Island,  hut- 
In  all  other  Instances  the  policy  out- 
lined, which  Is  that  adopted  m 
building  of  all  America's  modern  rail- 
roads,   is  being    followed.

Suea  Canal;  the  construction  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  from  the  At- 
lantic to  the  Pacific,  and  the  amazing 
development  Of  the  prairies  of  \  ;»a 
Northwest  During  the  next  few  years 
we  shall  have  to  deal  with  the  new 
problems  which  will  toe  created  by  the 
construction  of  two  additional  railways 
from  Bast  to  W«st  of  Canada  and  the 
opening  of  the  Panama  Canal. 

In  preparation  for  the  Impetus  whloh 
the  Panama  Canal  will  give  to  trade 
between  this  coast  and  all  countries 
bordering  On  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  your 
council  and  your  committees  have  been 
unremitting  in  urging  that  the  accom- 
modation for  shipping  should  be  In- 
creased, and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able 
to  report  that  both  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment and  the  Dominion  Government 
have  been  ready  to  second  these  efforts. 

The  Provincial  Government  is  pro- 
ceeding with  its  plans  for  the  con- 
struction of  railway  terminals  on  the 
Songhee  Reserve  to  conneot  with  the 
railways  now  under  construction  on  the 
Island  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
and  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway 
Company.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the 
coming  year  rapid  progress  will  be 
made  in  completing  both  the  railways 
and  the  terminals. 

Attention  has  been  directed  to  the 
question  of  developing  the  industries 
now  existing  in  Victoria  and  its  vicin- 
ity, and  of  establishing  new  enter- 
prises. 

This  Board  initiated  last  year  an 
exhibit  "of  home  industries,  at  the  Fall 
Fair,  the  extent  and  quality  Of  which 
caused  general  surprise.  Since  that 
time  the  British  Cement  Company  has 
opened  its  works  on  Tod  Inlet  and  the 
B.  C,  Marine  Railway  has  been  acquired 
by  Yarrows  Limited,  both  events  of 
industrial   Importance. 

The  growth  of  the  shipping  and  ship- 
building trades  of  the  port  will  do 
much  to  promote  subsidiary  Industries 
and  the  increased  settlement  of  the 
Island  will  be  a  potent  factor  in  the 
same  direction,  especially,  if  concur- 
rently, we  get  a  larger  proportion  of 
our  agricultural  supplies  from  the  sur- 
rounding districts.

1913  was  the  year  of  the  big  Sockeye 
run  on  the  Fraser  River  and  a  record 
pack  of  salmon  was  secured  in  British 
Columbia,  amounting  to  1,358,901  cases, 
of  Which  973,178  cases  wore  Sockeyea 
Tho  total  pack  on  Puget  Sound  was 
2,583,463  cases.  including  1,073,099 
cases  of  Sockeyei:  and  for  tho  enttri 
iftc  coast  8,068, 447  cases,  of  Which 
4,048,425  cases  were  Sockeyes  and  Red 
Alaskas. 

The  above  figures  all  make  new 
records. 

The  Fraser  River  run  was  exception- 
ally good,  but  in  Northern  British  Col- 
umbia tho  conditions  were  generally 
very  unfavorable  and  at  tome  points 
worse  than  ever  previously  experienced. 

At  Skeena  River  the  pack  of  Sook- 
eyes  amounted  to  only  53,927  cases,  and 
at  River's  Inlet  61,745  cases,  which  re- 
sults -were  unremuneratlve  and  In  the 
case  of  the  Skeena  River  entailed 
heavy  losses  to  the  canners. 

Ah  usual  the  larger  proportion  of  tho 
Sockeyes  on  their  way  to  the  Fraser 
River  were  caught  In  Puget  Sound 
waters  and  packed  in  American  can- 
neries. Their  larger  peeks*  and  the 
much  lower  prices  paid  for  fiah  than  on 
this  side  enable  these  American  can- 
neries to  pack  much  more  cheaply 
than  is  possible  on  the  Fraser  River. 

Two  canneries  were  operated  here 
and  in  Esquimau  toy  local  firms  In  con- 
nection with  salmon  traps  in  the  straits 
of  San  Juan  do  Fuoa  and  with  nails- 
factory  results.  The  large  Red  Spring 
Salmon  caught  In  the  same  way  were 
mlld-cured  here  by  two  firms  for  the 
German  market.

It  was  in  18«i  that  Bister  Mary  Con- 
ception, who  is  still  alive,  and  Sister 
Mary  of  the  Sacred  Heart  left  Victoria 
in  a-  canoe  for  Cowichan.  .Lan'd  was 
purchased  at  one  dollar  an  acre,  and  In 
October  1884,  the  Sisters  took  posses- 
sion of  the  little  convent  built  for  them 
by  Father  Rondeau  It,  which  measured 
50  feet  by  30,  Its  crevices  being  filled 
up  by  the  two  Sisters  with  moss  and 
rags.  To  this  primitive  little  structure 
about  fifty  Indian  girls  came  to  be 
taught.  They  came  with  their  bed.  mats 
on  their  backs  and  slept  on  the  floor  of 
the  schoolroom  at  night:  but  after  about 
seven  years  of  great  difficulties  the 
work  had  to  be  given  up. 

"The  Naas  Is  having  the  groaf tat  run 
of  oolachan  in  the  history  of  the  river," 
according  to  a  statement  made  by  Mr. 
H.  S.  Irwin,  the  Provincial  District  For- 
ester, in  an  interview  gl^en  to  The 
Daily  Nsws,  of  Prince  Rupert. 

Mr.  Irwin  left  four  Weeks  ago  with 
a  party  to  do  some  cruising  in  the  Naas 
Valley.  They  went  over  the  divide 
from  the  Skeena  Valley  tin  the  enow. 
The  first  two  weeks  the  going,  was 
slushy,  but  for  the  past  two  weeks 
there  has  been  good  frosty  weather  and 
bright  days. 

The  ice  in  the  Naas  broke  up  very 
early  this  year  and\ Mr.  Irwin  was  able 
to  get  a  boat  down  from  Ayanlsh  t<> 
Mill  Bay,  where  be  was  met  by  bis  own 
craft,  the  Leila  R. 

"At  Fishery  Bay.1:  paid  Mr.  Irwin, 
"there  were  over  400  Indiana  camped, 
.ill  nslilng  oolachans.  it  is  not  often 
are  able  to  fish  from  boats,  as  the 
river  Is  usually  frozen  over  in  oolachan 
time.  This  year  the  river  is  clear  of 
Ue  and  there  are  lots  of  fish.  The  fish 
bins  arc  lined  along  the  river  for  a 
mile  and  the  fish  are  four  feet  deep  in 
them.  There  must  be  2,000  tons  of  f.sh 
already  caught.  Indians  from  all  the 
villages  on  the  Naas  and  from  many  of 
other  .coast  menta   are    there.

The  news  that  this  river  was 
threatened  to  be  sacrificed  on  the 
altar  of  the  Dollar  Almighty  cati 
ed  a  thrill  of  anxiety  in  the  breast 
of  many  an  angler  and  many  a  Nature  lover 
both  here  and  in  other  lands,  and  the  news  that 
{he  sacrifice  has  been  foregone  will  cause  an 
equal  glow  of  satisfaction  to  take  the  place  of 
that  anxiety,  for  the  Cowichan' is  truly  some- 
thing worth  saving,  forever,  if  possible,  from 
the  nature-scarring  attacks  of  modern  civilisa- 
tion. 

f  here  arc  many  fine  streams  in  this  vast 
hnd,  of  course,  well-known,  little  known,  and 
unknown;  but  the  Cowichan  has  always  been 
pronounced  by  all  who  have  seen  it  an.!  have 
the  gift  of  appreciation,  to  be  an  ideal  angler's 
-ivcr. 

From  where  it  starts  its  twenty-mile  and 

nore  journey  from  the  great  parent  lake,  io  its 

imal  resting  place,  merged  in  the  blue  water  of 

peaceful  artn  of  the  mighty  Pacific,  it  tonus 

[li      succession  ol  pool  and  mn,  pea 


ful  glide,  and  merry  dancing  stickle,  now  silent 
and  sombre  as  it  passes,  deep  and  confined 
within  dark  moss-grown  rocky  walls,  in  whose 
damp,  sheltered  crevices  the  maiden-hair  grows 
to  luxuriance,  now  singing  joyously  as  it 
stretches  itself  again  over  a  wide,  sunlit  be  J  of 
Clean  and  polished  pebbles.  Many  a  bend  this 
gladsome  river  makes,  as  if  reluctant  to  lose 
itself  too  soon  in  the  waters  of  the  sea;  now  it

be  denied,  even  though  it  be  admitted  that  the 
American  administration  is  not  perfect.    What 
administrations  is? 

Old-timers  who  remember  Honolulu  forty 
years  ago  would  not  recognize  the  beautiful  city 
it  is  fast  becoming.  Nowadays  the  harbor  is  dot- 
ted with  palatial  liners;  formerly  it  was  a  great 
resort  for  the  vessels  engaged  in  the  whaling 
industry.  In  the  season  one  could  walk  round 
the  harbor  without  touching  earth,  simply  by 
mounting  the  outermost  vessel  and  proceeding 
from  one  to  another.     Fort  Street,  now  lined

There  are  not  so  mans  mall  flowers  as  one 
might  expect — such  delights  as  roses  fare  badly 
owing  to  the  predatory  Japanese  beetle.  The 
hibiscus  in  numerous  shades  can  be  seen  in  pro- 
fusion, and  it  forms  a  capital  hedge,  artistic 
as  well  as  useful.  A  most  beautiful  sight  is  to 
be  seen  at  Punahou  College,  the  Eton  of  Ha- 
walfc"  Here,  for  several  hundred  yards,  runs  a 
bank  of  the  night-blooming  cereus,  which  is 
alone  worth  a  visit  in  the  twilight.  These 
shrubs  were  imported  from  the  Orient  years 
ago.  Incidentally  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
the  extensive  grounds  of  the  college  contain  a 
large  and  unusually  varied  assortment  of  trees 
and  shrubs,  and  the  casual  visitor  is  at  liberty 
to  take,  a  stroll  through  them  at  any  time  of 
the  day.  A  pleasant  feature  of  the  Hawaiian 
residence  is  its  freedom  from  high  hedges  or 
huge  unsightly  walls.  Wher6  hedges  or  walls 
exist  they  are  usually  very  low,  almost  a  negli- 
gible quantity,  and  in  frequent  cases  there  is  no 
obstruction  whatever.  Often  the  turf  runs  right 
down  to  the  road  or  sidewalk.    It  is  Indicative

With  it's  great  natural  Advantages,  Honolulu 
has  always  held  a  commanding  position  in 
Hawaii.  There  is  a  fine  commodious  haven, 
landlocked  and  deep,  which  has  been  improved 
—the  process  still  goes  On— till  the  port  is  in 
the  front  rank  as  far  as  dockage  and"  shipping 
facilities  go.  There  is  hardly  a  finer  erection 
on  the  Pacific  than  the  Alaska  Wharf,  which

To 
the  left  towers  the  peak  of  Diamond  Head, 
wherein  is  an  extinct  crater  several  miles 
round.  In  the  background  the  country  rises 
gradually  for  a  few  mites  till  the  fringe  of  the 
mountains  is  reached.  Here  is  the  aquarium, 
containing  a  choice  array  of  multi-colored  fishes 
from  the  blue  Pacific,  and  reputed  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  world.  These  parks  and  open 
spaces  are  regularly;  cleaned  up  by  gangs  of 
convicts/ who  are  conveyed  thither  by  the 
tramway.  An  armed  warder  is  iti .cftarjjei  but 
the  workers  have  a  fairly  comfortable  time.

to  the  front  rank.  Honolulu  as  a  modern  city 
is  young,  and  doubtless  the  occasion  for  archi- 
tectural expansion  will  become  more  and  more 
insistent  as  the  city  grows. 

And  what  of  the  people  who  inhabit  the 
city?  Taking  the  lords  of  the  soil  first,  it  must 
be  said  that  the  American  has  made  good  use 
of  his  opportunities  since  the  annexation.  Of 
course  there  were  a  good  many  before  that, 
who  owned  very  nice  parcels  of  the  land  and 
had  established  flourishing  business  concerns. 
the  Governor  is  appointed  from  Washington, 
and  round  him  centres  the  sociallife  of  the  j 
Capital.  Hawaiian*  are  nothing  if  not  hospit- 
able, and  one  sees  a  retinett  phalanx  of  society 
leaders  presiding  at  lavish  entertainments  where 
money  is  no  object  "Class"  is  a  word  hated 
by  Americans,  but  facts  are  facts  both  in  the 
States  and  in  their  dependencies;  and  it  is  no 
easier  for  the  lower  classes  (again  that  hated 
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wealthy  banker  not  only  throws  his  grounds 
open — and  very  charming  grounds  they  are — 
but  on  Saturday  actually  provides  tea  in  a  dain- 
ty Japanese  pavilion  for  all,  of  whatever  grade, 
who  care  to  have  it. 

Among  the  most  beautiful  plants  to  be  seen 
in  Honolulu  is  the  Bougainvillea  vine,  which 
grows  to  a  height  of  thirty  feet,  its  broad, 
rounded  crest  a  mass  of  blossom.  P&nis  and 
trees  which  combine  beauty  with  utility  include 
the  cocoanut 'palm,  the  roval  palm,  date  palm, 
bread-fruit  tree,  mango,  with  its  delicious  fruit, 
oranges  and  lemons,  cotton  plants  showing 
delicate  saffron  flower,  and  the  banana.  Many 
of  these  were  introduced  by  early  settlers, 
though  the  native  trees  indigenous  to  the  soil 
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led  to  his  recapture.  I  well  remember  being 
fn  the  city  one  day  with  some  friends  as  the 
line  of  convicts  was  marching  back  to  jail,  and 
waslold  thai  on  dhe"occasloh 
children  were  watching  the  criminals  going 
through  the  city,  when  suddenly  the  children 
shouted:  "Look,  father,  therms  unClel"  Uncle 
was  "doing  time"  for  embezzlement  On  his 
release  he  obtained  his  old  post! 

Honolulu  in  many  respects  is  still  in  the 
embryo  state  as  regards  its  buildings.  Much 
undesirable  tenement  property  still  stands  fes- 
tering in  the  centre,  and  Chinatown  will  have 
to  go.  Its  very  existence  is  a  menace  by  reason 
of  the4  frightful  risk  from  fire  or  pestilence. 
Appropriations  have  been  made  by  Congress 
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Australian  Vines,  some  of  which  are  between 
six  and  seven  hundred  feet  in  length.  Hard  by 
is  the  naval  wharf,  where  the  Americiri. battle- 
ships put  in  for  coal  or  repairs.  With  the'  open- 
ing of  the  Panama  Canal  ai  great  fti'flax  of 
trade  is  expected,  for  this  port  is  the  natural 
"entrepot"  of  the  trans-Pacific  traffic.  Apart 
from  the  commercial  turnover  there  will  be  a 
great  increase  in  the  tourist  traffic,  for  the  is- 
lands are  wonderfully  well  endowed  with  all 
that  goes  to  tempt  the  sightseer  to  linger.  Hon- 
olulu practically  controls  the  exterior  and  in- 
terior lines  of  trade  in  its  own  group.  It  is  the 
natural  warehouse  of  Hawaii,  and  as  such  is  a 
worthy  capital. 

The  population  of  the  city  is  about  sixty 
thousand,  comprising  scores  of  nationalities, 
chief  among  which  are  Americans,  Hawaiians, 
Japanese,  Chinese,  and  Portuguese.  But  a 
walk  along  the  main  street  will  discover 
representatives  of  nations  such  as  Spanish, 
British,  Filipinos,  Greeks,  Germans,  Koreans, 
and  many  a  swarthy  South  Sea  Islander.  If  in- 
quiry be  made  how  this  cosmopolitan  crowd 
earns  its  living,  it  will  be  found  that  In  the 
main  sugar  is  the  motive  power.  Most  of  the 
mercantile  ihouses  have  a  saccharine  connec- 
tion. Some  trade  in  nothing  else,  while  others, 
though  running  various  side  lines,  have  to  own 
to  a  dependence  on  the  annual  crop  from  the 
cane.  The  ramifications  of  the  sweet  stuff  reach 
to  the  very  roots  of  Honolulu's  prosperity.  Its 
sugar  barons,  whose  name  is  legion,  are  among 
the  wealthiest  commercial  men  in  the  world. 
Most  of  the  sugar  plantations  arc  on  the  islands 
of  Hawaii,  Maui,  Kauai,  and  Oahu,  on  which 
last  the  capital  is  situated. 

From  end  to  end  Honolulu  has  a  length  of 
some  ten  miles,  which,  for  a  population  of 
sixty  thousand,  sounds  extremely  generous.  The 
reason  the  town  comprises  so  large  an  area  is 
because,  save  for  a  solid  half  square  mile  or  so 
in  the  centre,  residences  are  liberally  endowed 
with  gardens  or  plots  of  land.  Outside  the 
centre  few  houses  can  be  seen  touching  each 
other;  always  generous  air  and  land  space  is 
allotted  to.  each.  The  newest  suburbs  conse- 
quently are  models  of  what  residential  ajeas 
should  be.

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Telescope 


Canada  is  going  to  hunt  the  heavens  with  a 
new  telescope  which  wilt  be  the  biggest  in  the 
world.  It  will  cost  £18,000,  and  its  mirror,  of 
the  most  perfect  glass  which  the  skill  of  man 
can»produce,  will  be  six  feet  in  diameter. 

NO  one  but  an  optician  or  an  astronomer 
can  realize  the  difficulties  that  lie  before  the 
makers  of  such  a  mirror. 

At  present  the  finest,  though  not  the  larg- 
est, telescope  in  existence  is  the  Yerkes. 

The  Yerkes  telescope  is  seventy-four  feet 
long,  and  weighs  about  seven  tons.  Figures 
.mean  little,  but  if  you  take  Cleopatra's  Needle 
and  add  to  it  the  length  of  a  tall  man,  you  will 
get  a  fairly  accurate  idea  of  the  length  of  this 
tremendous  instrument. 

The  lens  of  the  Yerkes  was  made  by  the 
late  AWan  Clarke.  It  is  forty  inches  in  diam- 
eter, and  it  took  the  firm  four  years  to  reduce 
the  rough  casting  to  its  present  perfection. 

Imagine,  then,  the  difficulties  confronting 
the  firm  who  undertook  to  produce  the  sev- 
enty-two inch  mirror  of  the  new  Canadian  In- 
strument! 

In  the  first  place  there  is  the  casting.  The 
very  finest  flint  glass  must  be  made,  and  sev- 
eral lenses  must  be  cast  at  the  same  time.  The 
reason  is  that,  after  being  moulded,  the  glass 
takes  eight  months'  slow  cooling  before  it  can 
-;be  examined  with  safety,  and  then  tin- 
bubble  or  flaw  will  be  sufficient  to  render  it 
entirely  useless. 

Granted  that  a  flawless  lens  has  been  safe- 


ly cast  and  cooled,  that  is  only  the  beginning  of 
the  real  task. 

First,  the  glass1  is  ground  down  with  sand 
and  water  so  as  To  get  rid  of  the  roughest  pro- 
jections on  its  surface. 

,Then  it  is  treated  with  coarse  emery,  and 
finer  and  yet  finer  grades  are  used  until  the  last 
touches  are  given  with  rouge. 

Even  after  this  there  are  certain  to  be  a 
number  of  tiny  corrections  needed  which  will 
keep  the  expert  busy  for  weeks  or  months.  So 
exceedingly  fine  is  the  work,  so  delicate  the  sur- 
face, that  a  little  rubbing  with  the  bare  finger 
will  be  quite  sufficient  to  deflect  the  ray  of  light 
given  off  by  the  tiny  star  millions  of  miles 
away,  and  so  to  distort  its  image. 

The  largest  telescope  in  the  world  is  the 
so-called  "sidero  stab,"  shown  at  the  Paris  Ex- 
position in  1899.  It  has  a  lens  nine  inches 
wider  than  that  of  the  Yerkes,  but  the  instru- 
ment is  not  mounted  in  a  dome.  The  tube  it- 
self, which  is  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven 
feet  long,  does  not  move,  but  is  fixed  horizon- 
tally in  place,  always  pointing  North. 

At  the  object  glass  end,  a  great  plane  mir- 
ror, turning  as  the  observer  wishes,  catches  the 
light  and  reflects  it  to  the  eye-piece  nearly  two 
hundred  feet  away.  • 

When  the  huge  lens  was  being  polished,  it 

was  so  necessary  to  avoid  heating  that,  after 

each  two  minutes  of  work,  it  was  necessary  to 

allow  half  an  hour  of  complete  rest  in  an  ab-

At  the  same 
time  there  is  no  more  open-handed  mortal  than 
-ther-Honoluluinagnate;  none  *nore~rea<iy~te~ai 
vance  tne  cause  of  charity  and  education;  none 
readier  to  take  the  newcomer  for  what  he  shows 
himself  to  be.  in  business  he  shows  himself 
the  same  keen  opportunist  as  his  brother  of 
New  York.  Lately — three  years  ago-—the 
whole  of  the  telephonic  apparatus  was  scrapped 
and  the  automatic  principle  installed  in  the  city 
and  confines.  Electric  light  and  cars,  of  course, 
are  there,  the  latter  being  a  peculiarly  fine 
means  of  conveyance  at  a  charge  of  five  cents 
to  any  point,  the  distance  traversed  being  some* 
times  nearly  ten  miles. 

The  pure  Hawaiian  natives  number  several 
thousands,  though  the  race  is  rapidly  diminish- 
ing. Other  things  being  equal,  they  mix  with 
the  best  American  families,  and  also  intermarry, 
so  that  there  is  a  considerable  population  of 
half-breeds.  The  native  now  dresses  in  civil- 
ized fashion,  attends  the  public  schools,  and  in 
general  can  enjoy  the  same  privileges  as  the 
white.  He  has  embraced  the  various  forms  of 
religion  practiced  by  the  ruling  race.  As  of 
yore,  the  Hawaiian  is  passionately  fond  of  mu- 
sic, his  favorite  instrument  being  the  ukulele 
(anglice,  jumping  flea)  a  kind  of  banjo.  He 
can  be  heard  singing  his  native  melodies  far 
into  the  night,  though  they  are  not  particularly 
entrancing.  On  the  other  hand,  tie  has  some 
sad  defects.  He  is  lazy,  and  would  much  rather 
twang  his  lyre  all  day  than  do  a  stroke  of  work. 
How  changed  he  and  his  fellow*;  are  from  the 
virile  warriors  of  the  early  nineteenth  century 
can  be  gleaned  from  history,  though  physically, 
they  are  still  in  the  front  rank.  They  are  doom- 
ed, however,  according  to  the  law  of  nature, 
and  in  another  century  will  be  practically  ex- 
tinct. They  still  have  a  feudal  reverence  for 
the  aged  ex-Queen  Liliuokalini,  who  resides  in 
the  city,  though  in  retirement.  And  one  is 
tempted  to  conclude  that  the  "old  Adam"  stil 
clings  strongly  to  them  in  the  matter  of  super- 
stition, for  they  would  easily  slide  back  into 
their  ancestors'  rude  way  of  life  were  such  a 
chance  to  occur.  One  phase  /Of  character 
strongly  pronounced  in  this  race  is  illustrated 
by  the  absence  of  the  word  "gratitude"'  from 
their  language — a  significant  lack  which  ex- 
plains much  in  dealing  with  them. 

Numerically  the  Japanese  are  in  the  ascend- 
ant.    Most  of  them  are  employed  as  yard  hoys, 
waiters,  and  odd  men,  in  which  capacity  they 
make  good   money.     The  American  does  not 
take   kindly    to   housework,     nor    does  John 
Chinaman,   .so  that  domestic  service  is  pr 
tically  in  the  hands  of  the  Japanese,  and  i' 
Know  it.     All  persons  born  in  Hawaii  are  Am- 
erican citizens,  and  there  arc  thousands  of  Jap- 
anese boys  and  girls  in  that  position.

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Literature,  Music  and 


A  Dag  to  Remember 

APRIL  19TH,  PRIMROSE  DAY— BENJAMIN 

DISRAELI,  LORD  BEACONSFIELD 

DIED,  1881 


Benjamin  Disraeli,  Earl  of  Beaconsfield, 
was  an  English  statesman.  .He  was  born  (on  the 
21st  of  December,  1804,  and  died  19th  of 
April,  1881.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Isaac 
Disraeli,  the  well-known  author  of  the  "Curi- 
osities of  Literature";  his  mother  also  being  of 
the  Jewish  race.  Little  is  known  of  his  early 
education,  though *4t  is  certain  he  never  attend- 
ed a  public  school  or  a  university.  In  1817  he 
was  baptized  into  the  Church  of  England.  He 
was  apprenticed  to  a  firm  of  attorneys,  but  did 
not  remain  long  in  this  uncongenial  occupation. 
His  father's  position  gained  him  an  easy  en- 
trance into  society,  and  before  he  was  twenty 
V  he  was  a  frequenter  of  such  salons  as  those  of 
Lady  Blessington. 

His  father  having  acquired  a  residence  near 
High  Wycombe,  Buckinghamshire,  young  Dis- 
raeli attempted  to  get  elected  for  this  borough 
in  1832.     He  came  forward  as  a  Radical  or

"peoples"  candidate  as  against  the  Whigs,  and 
he  was  supported  by  the  Tories,  as  well  as  by 
Hume  and  O'Connell,  but  was  defeated.  At 
the  general  election,  after-  the  passing  of  the 
Reform  Bill,  he  again  unsuccessfully  contested 
High  Wycombe,  and  the  like  ill-fortune  attend- 
ed him  on  another  attempt  in  1835,  as, also 
at  Taunton  the  same  year.  On  the  latter  oc- 
casion he  appeared  in  the  character  of  a  decid- 
ed Tory,  and  his  change  of  political  opinions 
naturally  occasioned  a  good  deal  of  comment. 
To  thisperipd  belongs  the  noted  passage  of 
arms  between  him  and  O'Connell,  which  was 
signalized  by  a  strength  of  language  happily 
rare  between  public  men  in  these  days. 

At  last,  however,  he  gained  an  entrance  to 
the  House  of  Commons,  being  elected  for  Maid- 
stone in  1 83  7.  His  first  speech  was  treated 
with  ridicule;  he  had  to  stop  abruptly  and  sit 
down,  but  he  finished  with  the  prophetic  declar- 
ation that  the  time  would  come  when  the  House 
would  hear  Mm.  In  1839  he  married  the 
jvidow  of  his  colleague  in  the  representation  of 
Maidstone,  a  lady  fifteen  years  older  than  ?him- 
sehV  At  the  general  election  of  1841  he  was 
sgnt  to  Parliament  by  Shrewsbury.  He;  now 
gained  some  reputation,  and  for  some  years  he 
was  an  enthusiastic  supporter  of  Sir  Robert 
Peel;  About  this  time  he  became  a  leader  of 
what  was  known  as  the  '"Young  England" 
party,  the  most  prominent  characteristic  of 
which  was  a  sort  of  sentimental  advocacy  of 
feudalism.  ,V.-"[f 

For  some  years  previous  to  the  downfall 
of  Sir, Robert  Peel,  in  i  846,  he  was  mqsLper- 
sistent  and  bitter  in  his  hostility  to  this  "states- 
man, whom  he  had  so  recently  supported,  toe* 
ing  the  advocate  of  protection  against  the  free- 
trade  policy  of  Sir  Robert.  His  clever  speeches 
of  this  period  greatly  increased  his  reputation, 
and  by  1847  he  was  recognized  as  one  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Tory  party.  Having  acquired 
the  manor  of  Hughenden  in  Buckinghamshire, 
he  was  in  the  above  year  elected  for  this  coun- 
ty, and  he  retained  his  seat  till  raised  to  the 
peerage  nearly  thirty  years  later. 

His  first  appointment  to  office  was  in  1852, 
when  he  became  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
under  Lord  Derby.  The  following  year,  how- 
ever, the  Ministry  was  defeated,  and  Mr.  Dis- 
raeli again  became  leader  of  a  Conservative 
Opposition.  He  remained  out  of  office  till 
1 858,  when  he  again  became  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  with  Lord  Derby  as  his  ChieftT" 

In  February,  1868,  he  reached  the  summit 
of  his  ambition,  becoming  Premier  on  the  re- 
signation of  Lord  Derby,  but,  being  in  a  min- 
ority after  the  general  election,  he  had  to  give 
up  office  the  following  December,  in  1874  he 
again  became  Prime  Minister,  -with  a  strong 
Conservative  majority,  and  he  remained  in 
power  for  six  years.  This  period  was  marked 
by  his  elevation  to  the  peerage  in  1876,  as 
Earl  of  Beaconsfield,  and  by  the  prominent  part 
he  took  in  regard  to  the  Eastern  question  and 
the  conclusion  of  the  Treaty  of  Berlin  in  1878, 
wh  visited  the  German  capital.     In  the 

Spring  of  1880  Parliament  was  rather  sudden- 
1      ly  dissolved,  and  the  new  Parliament  showing 
an  overwhelming  Liberal  majority,  hi  ned 

office,  though  lie  still  retained  the  lea.: 
of  his  party.     His  physical  powers,  however, 
were  now  giving  way.  and  he  died  after  an  ill 
ness  of  some  weeks'  duration.

There  is, not  a  Canadian,  man,  woman  or  j 
child,  who  has  not  deeply  embedded  in  his 
heart  the  spark  of  patriotism,  which,  given  the 
breath  to  fan  it,  must  break  into  a  powerful 
flame,  and  force  him,  in  the  hour  of  battle  or 
in  the  moment  of  our  country's  need,  to  rush 
to  the  front,  to  fill  the  breach  and  to  do  his  duty

Musical  Notes 


The  last  spike  has  been  driven  in  another 
great  transcontinental  line.  Do  we  realize 
what  this  means?  Do  we  know  what  an 
enormous  and  what  a  wonderfully  fertile  area 
has  been  opened  up?  Have  we  any  concep- 
tion of  the  riches,  the  treasures  which  have 
thus  been  unlocked  and  which  lie  ready  to  the 
first  hand?  If  we  do  not  appreciate  these 
things,  make  sure  that  there  are  thousands  of 
others  that  do.  Across  the  water  to  (he  East 
and  to  the  West  of  us,  in  lands  which  do  not 
boast  our  golden  opportunities,  in  lands  where 
the  laws  are  not  as  our  laws,  and  where  free- 

1  of  speech  and  act  is  a  thing  unknown,  and 
national  liberty  food  for  dreams  only,  countless 
thousands  are  looking  to  Canada,  watching  and 
waiting  and  planning.  What  are  we  going  to 
do  about  it? 


When  Paderewski  plays  he  always  has  the 
stage  as  well  as  the  auditorium  darkened,  and 
Musical  America  thus  comments  on  the  advisa- 
bility of  the  plan: 

Let  us  say  that  we  place  the  power  of  ap- 
preciation at  one  hundred.  If  twenty  per  cent 
of  this  power  is  detracted  by  noticing  and  ob- 
serving-people  in  the  audience,  and  if  twenty  or 
thirty  per  cent  more  be  subtracted  by  the  eye- 
strain in  concentrating  the  vision  upon  the 
pianist  and  following  his  movements,  it  is  clear 
that  only  fifty  per  cent  of  the  capacity  of  appre- 
ciation is  left  for  the  music  itself. 

Now,  if  we  darken  the  auditorium,  as  well 
as  the  stage,  and  so  prevent  people  from  watch- 
ing one  another,  as  they  always  will  do,  more  . 
or  less,  and  also  from  watching  the  pianist,  it 
is  clear  that  pretty  nearly  the  entire  power  of 
appreciation  will  be  concentrated  upon  the  mu- 
sic itself,  and  for  that  reason  I  think  that  Mr. 
Paderewski's  innovation  might  be  followed  to 
great  advantage  by  other  pianists,  and  some- 
times even  by  singers — though  darkening  the 
auditorium  and  the  stage,  let  me  observe,  will 
not  turn  a  mediocre  player  into  a  Paderewski! 

Friends  ot  the  great  virtuoso  reply  to  the 
criticism  that  he  is  disdainful  of  the  audience 
by  keeping  them  waiting  from  twenty  minutes 
to  half  an  hour  after  the  advertised  time,  by 
saying  that,  in  the  first  place,  Mr.  Paderewski 
wishes  the  entire  audience  to  be  seated  before 
he  begins  to  play,  and  that  he  makes  up  for 
keeping  some  waiting  by  responding  to  encores 
after  the  concert,  often  playing  for  half  an 
hour  more.  If  anybody  should  be  criticized  it 
ts  the  late  comers!

.  you  may  be  able  to  see  between  4,000 
and  5,000  stars,  provided  it  is  Winter,  and  you 
stay  awake  all  night.  The  number  of  stars 
visible  to  the  naked  eye  is  a  little  more  than 
8,000.    Of  these  approximately  half  are  in  the 


ful  voyages  had  thrilled  the  hearts  uf  the  young 
Spaniards,  and  from  grandee  to  peasant  each 
one  dreamed  of  himself  as  the  hero  of  amaz- 
ing discoveries.  So  it  was  with  young  Cortes. 
He  had  no  patience  to  spend  long  hours  in 
study  of  which  he  never  expected  to  make  the 
slightest  use.  He  meant  to  go  a-voyaging  and 
find  new  lands  and  endless  treasures  across 
seas.  But  in  the  meantime,  till  opportunity 
offered  for  him  to  embark,  he  was  not  idle. 
There  was  romance  at  home  as  well  as  abroad, 
and  Cortes  was  a  gay  cavalier,  and  had  many 
affaires  d 'armour  while  he  was  still  in  his  teens. 
Thus  we  read  of  him  at  the  early  age  of  seven- 
teen planning  to  go  to  the  coast  of  America 
with  Don  Nicolas  de  Ovanoa,  successor  to 
Columbus.  The  fleet  was  ready  and  waiting 
and  Cortes  went  on  the  eve  of  de- 
parture to  bid  farewell  to  a  lady*  In 
order  to  make  his  adieus  it  seems  that 
the  young  man  was  Obliged  to  -scale  a 
high  wall  and  creep "in  through  the  WAjps* win* 
dow.  On  this  occasion  the 'Stones  ^"tfiSe- wall 
gave  way  when  the  lad  was  near  tfce^opj'he 
fell  and  was  buried  under  the  debris,  and  so 
badly  hurt  that  it  took  him  nearly  two  years  to 
recover.  One  might  have  thought  thai  such  a 
misfortune  would  have  made  some  intpvession 
on  the  daring  youth,  but  it. had  no;  apparent  ef- 
fect, and  even  when  at  length  he  was  given 
his  opportunity  again  and  sailed  to  the  New 
World  and  reached  the  Island  of  Hispaniola, 
his  amorous  propensities  frequently  involved 
him  in  many  affairs  of  honor,  from  which  he 
carried  away  countless  scars. 

In  1511  when  Velasquez  undertook  the 
conquest  of  Cuba,  Cortes  for  the  first  time 
showed  his  intrepidity  and  ability  as  a  soldier. 
His  joviality  and  never-failing  good  humor 
made  him  a  favorite  among  his  companions, 
and  he  was  so  well  liked  by  Velasquez  that 
when  the  latter  was  appointed  Governor  of 
Cuba  after  its  subjection,  he  made  Cortes  one 
of  his  secretaries.  Among  the  families  who  had 
taken  up  residence  in  Cuba  was  one  by  the 
name  of  Xuarez  from  Granada,  in  Old  Spain. 
It  consisted  of  one  brother  and  four  sisters,  all 
remarkable  for  their  beauty.  With  one  of  them, 
Catalina,  Cortes  promptly  became  enamored, 
his  affection  was  returned,  and  the  two  became 
engaged  secretly.  Time  cooled  the  young 
Spaniard's  ardor,  however,  and  he  repented 
that  he  had  ever  given  the  young  girl  his  pro- 
mise  to  marry  her.  Her  family  took  offence, 
and  Velasquez  fountTgrave  fault  With  his  secre- 
tary and  tried  to  induce  him  to  keep  his  promise 
to  the  young  girl.  Whereupon  Cortes  took  um- 
brage and  left  the  Governor's  employ,  joining 
a  party  of  political  malcontents  who  were 
planning  to  sail  to  Hispaniola  and  lay  com- 
plaint against  Velasquez.  Just  as  the  boat  con- 
taining Cortes  and  his  partners  was  about  to 
set  sail  from  Cuba,  news  of  the  conspiracy 
reached  the  Governor's  ears,  and  he  sent  his 
men  to  seize  the  vessel  and  to  imprison  the  con- 
spirators. , 

So  our  young  adventurer  was  thrown  into  a 
dungeon  to  meditate  upon  the  evils  and  unfair- 
ness of  the  world,  and  but  for  the  intervention 
of  his  friends  it  is  said  that  he  would  have  been 
hanged.  As  it  was,  however,  he  made  his  escape 
and  sought  sanctuary  in  a  church.  Here  he  was 
surrounded  by  Velasquez's  soldiers,  who  had 
orders  to  seize  him  the  moment  he  came  out- 
ln  the  course  of  a  few  days  Cortes  ven-

(Continued.) 
The  attempt  of  Ivan  the  Terribe  to  conquer 
Livonia  was  unsuccessful.  After  thirty  years 
of  struggle,  either  with  arms  or  diplomacy,  and 
often  with  both,  he  found  himself  compelled  to 
ask  the  intervention  of  the  Pope.  His  chief 
antagonist  was  Batory  of  Transylvania,  who 
had  been  elected  King  of  Poland,  and  who  ap- 


pears  to  have  been  a  soldier  or  uncommuu 
skill  and  courage.  But  the  real  cause  of  Rus- 
sia's failure  was  that  her  armies  were  as  yet 
undisciplined  and  poorly  armed;  as  compared 
with  the  highly-trained  forces  of  the  West.  To 
overwhelm  the  semi-barbarous  hordes  of  Tar- 
tars and  Mongols  was  one  thing;  to  maintain  a 
struggle  with  the  German  mercenaries  and 
the  Hungarian  contingents  who  served  under 
Batory,  and  whose  artillery  wis  of  the  best 
which  up  to  that  time  had  been  made,  was 
quite  another.  Moreover  Ivan  was  himself 
growing  old,  and  his  forces  lacked  the  incentive 
to  effort,  which  his  presence  in  the  field  would 
have  afforded.  The  main  object  of  the  Tsar 
was  not  to  add  to  his  territories  only,  but  to 
secure  an  outlet  to  the  sea.  Hence  his  opera- 
tions were  directed  principally  to  obtaining  pos- 
session of  the  region  bordering  on  the  Baltic, 
which  is  now  the  Russian  province  of  Livonia. 
This  region  was  under  the  rule  of  a  body  known 
as  the  Uvonian  Knights,  ah  order  founded  irt 
1201  by  Pope  Innocent  lit  for  the  purposes 
of  establishing  Christianity  among  the  Northern 

heathen.  Their  symbol  was  a  red  Cross,  and 
they  were  governed  by  the  same  rules  as  the 
Knights  Ternplar.  Although,  with  the  help  of 
Poland*  they  were  able  to  keep  Russia  froth 
subduing  their  territory,  the  disaster&whWthey 
met  with  Were  too  great  for  them  to  survive, 
and,  before  peace  had  been  established,  the 
order  was  dissolved;  a  part  of  its  territory  wa? 
sold  to  Sweden,  a  part  to  Denmark;  some  of 
it  was  Ceded  to  Poland,  and  the  remainder  was 
erected  into  an  independent  duchy: 

Contributing  to.  the  failure  of  Ivan*  In  the 
West  were  the  invasions  of  the  Crimean  Tar- 
tars, who,  in  1570,  invaded  Russia,  and  ad- 
vanced as  far  as  Moscow.  Their  army  was  not 
large,  not  exceeding  20,000  men,  but  every  one 
of  the  number  was  animated  by  a  determina? 
tion  to  wrest  from  the  Tsar  the ,  territories 
which  he  had  taken  from  the  Tartars  of  Kazan 
and  Astrakan.  They  laid  siege  to  Moscow, 
which  they  burned,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Kremlin.  Thousands  of  Russians  perished. 
One  account  says  800,000,  but  most  historians 
regard  this  as  a  great  exaggeration.  It  is  known 
that  the  Tartars  carried  away  with  them  more 
than  100,000  prisoners,  mainly  women  and 
children,  who  were  sold  into  slavery.  The 
coming  of  Winter  saved  the  Tsar  from  greater 
humiliation.     In  the  following  year  the  inva- 


ly  cannot  be  seen  from  the  Northern  help 
sphere/ and  of  those -In  the .'Northern hemisphere 
only  half  are  above  the  hbr Izon  at  one  time. 
In  all,  says  Professor  Frederick  Campbell,  ''the 
world  over,  and  the  year  through,  8,000  stars* 
are  visible  to  the  naked  eye."  The  best  tele- 
scopes  increase  the  number  of  visible  stars  to 
100,000,000,  and  photography,  says  Professor 
E.  Ray  Lankester,  apparently  brings  the  number 
up  to  1,000,000,000,000.  In  respect  to  these 
higher  numbers  actual  counting  is  out  of  the 
question,  and  the  number  is  reached  by  count- 
ing the  stars  on  a  small  section  of  a  photo- 
graphic plate,  and  multiplying  the  result  by 
the  number  of  times  the  area  of  the  plate  will 
go  into  the  whole  area  of  the  stellar  heavens 


•*li*ect  to  ourselves  or  in  respect  to  others.  In 
other  words,  it  comes  from  a  sense  that  we 
have  done  those  things  that  we  ought  to  have 
done  and  have  left,  undone  those  things  that 
we  ought  not  to  have  done,  to  use  those  fine, 
vigorous  words,  which  the  writers  of  the  Angli- 
can Prayer-book  employed.  /This  Is  a  text 
from  which  a  good  many  sermons  might  be 
preached,  but  we  shall  not  attempt  to  preach 
even  one,  and  will  only  endeavor  to  point  out 
a  few  things  that  might  make  the  search  for 
happiness  easier  than  many  find  it  to  be. 

One  of  the  great  obstacles,  which  many 
people  find  difficult  to  overcome,  is  that  of  re- 
ligious belief,  the  importance  of  which  they 
magnify  by  calling  it  faith,  and  then  find  them-

A  notable  incident  of  this  reign  was  the 
entry  of  English  merchants  into  Russia  by  way 
of  the  White  Sea.  Willoughby  and  Chancellor, 
two  experienced  navigators,  were  selected  by 
Sebastian  Cabot  to  lead  an  expedition  to  the 
Arctic  shores  of  Europe.  Willoughby  and  his 
two  ships  were  caught  in  the  ice,  and  all  on 
board  perished  from  cold  and  hunger.  Chan- 
cellor was  more  successful,  and  reached  the 
head  of  the  White  Sea  to  find  to  his  surprise 
that  he  had  come  to  the  territory  of  the  Tsar 
of  Moscow.  He  was  well  received,  and  escort- 
ed to  Moscow,  where  Ivan  greeted  him  with 
the  greatest  cordiality.  The  result  of  this  ex- 
pedition was  the  establishment  of  very  friend- 
ly relations  between  Russia  and  England,  the 
English  being  given  a  monopoly  1  •.  This

Manifestly  a  very 
wide  margin  must  be  allowed  for  error;  but 
when  we  are  dealing  with  thousands  of  mil- 
lions, numbers,  as  such,  lose  all  significance. ■-- 

Of  this  vast  multitude  of  orbs,  every  one, 
except  the  few  planets  that  make  up  our  solar 
system,  is  a  sun,  possibly  drawing  in  its  train 
a  number  of  planetary  bodies.  They  vary 
greatly  in  brightness,  but  the  variation  has  little 
to  do  with  their  size.  Twenty  of  them  are 
called  first  magnitude  stars,  and  of  these  fifteen  • 
can  be  seen  at  some  time  of  the  year  in  the 
Northern  Hemisphere.  To  see  the  other  five, 
we  must  go  South  of  the  Equator.  The  bright- 
est of  all  the  stars  is  Sirius,  or  the  Dbg  Star, 
a  star  visible  in  our  Southern  heavens.  Next 
In  brightness  comes  Cauopus,  but  we  never  see 
this  orb  in  this  latitude.  The  remoteness  of 
these  first  magnitude  stars  from  the  earth  varies 
vtry  greatly,  '^Ife'sjar  known  as  A  Centauri 
is  less  than  five  light-years  away;  that  is,  light 
coming  from  pOH)  Teaches  the  earth  in  less 
than  five  years;?.rvUght  from  Sirius  takes  twice 
as  long;  but  nj|hr#bA  Canopus,  which,  as  has 
been  mehtioheSWi^^  the 

visible  stars;  %mffi$b6  years  to  reach  the 
earth.  Eignteln^%e  first  magnitude  stars 
are  within  125  fight-years  of  the  earth,  but  both 
Canbpus  and  Nigel  are  four  times  further  aw^y 
than  th*  remotest  of  them. 

Basing  their  cajeulations  upon  these  dis- 
tances^ astronomers  nave  reached  certain  con- 
clusions as  to  the  relatiye  brightness  of  these 
stars.  The  nearest  ol'  them,  A  Centauri,  is 
estimated  to  be  twice  as  bright  as  our  Sun. 
Just  here,  a  word  of  explanation  of  star  nomen- 
clature may  be  given.  The  first  magnitude 
stars  bear,  as  a  rule,  names  given  them  many 
years  ago,  when  only  the  naked  eye  was  avail- 
able for  stellar  observations;  but  when  the  tele- 
scope came  into  use,  it  was  necessary  to  hit 
upon  some  other  method;  consequently  Greek 
letters  were  used  to  designate  the  several  stars 
within  the  star  groups  known  as  constellations. 
Thus  A  Centauri  is  the  star  known  as  Alpha, 
in  the  constellation  known  as  the  Centaur.  Re- 
suming the  comparison  of  brilliancy,  it  is  esti- 
mated that  the  star  Altair  is  as  brilliant  as 
twelve  of  our  Suns  would  be;  Sirius  as  bright  as 
forty-eight  suns;  Capella,  300  suns;  Antares, 
2,000  suns;  and  Canopus,  10,000  suns.  In  re- 
spect to  size,  estimates  can  only  be  approxima- 
tions. The  Sun  has,  we  know,  108  times  the 
diameter  of  the  Earth;  but  Arcturus  is  estimat- 
ed to  have  at  least  100  times  the  diameter  of 
the  Sun.  or  more  than  10.000  times  the  diam- 
eter of  the  Earth,  which  is  approximately  8,000 
miles.  This  gives  a  diameter  for  Arcturus  of 
80,000,000  miles.  Perhaps  the  following  illus- 
tration may  help  you  to  form  some  faint  con- 
ception of  the  probable  size  of  Arcturus.  Let 
it  be  supposed  that  our  Sun  was  in  the  centre 
of  this  vast  star,  and  that  the  latter  was  hol- 
low.   There  would  be  abundant  room  within  it 

the  orbit  of  Mercury. 

Hut  perhaps  the  most  amazing  suggestion 
of  astronomy  in  regard  to  the  stars  is  one  to

If  you  think  it  is,  that  is 
only  because  you  do  not  fully  appreciate  the 
dignity  of  the  commonplace  and  the.'edtieai*; 
tionat  value  of  the  obvious.  The ^Greatest  of 
Teachers  employed  the  wind  as  a  simile  to  il- 
lustrate the  nature  of  the  greatest  change  of 
which  humanity  is  capable.  .He  also  pointed 
oUttheT  futility  of  seeking  ultimate  explana-

Apostles  employed  a  seed  of  grain  to  il- 
lustrate the  nature  of  immortality.  There- 
fore, we  are  in  good  company  when  we  take 
illustrations  from  the  common  things  around

"  Now  to  apply  the  thought.  There  are 
thousands  of  people,  young  people  especially,

The   Tackle  Nuisance 


I  have  been  having  trouble  with  my  fishing 
tackle  again.  About  a  year  ago  I  promised 
myself  a  (tune  of  absolute  comfort  and  order 
for  the  future,  and  indeed  laid  out  the  sura  of 
pounds  and  live  shillings  to  insure  this. 
The  sum  named  made  me  the  owner  of  an 
antique  mahogatiy  chest  of  drawers,  which  at 
some  time  or  other  probably  belonged  to  an 
old  sea-captain;  it  has  something  maritime 
about  its  lines  and  architecture,  and  vaguely  re- 
minds me  of  bulkheads.  Perhaps  that  is  not 
quite  the  right  way  to  put  it,  as  1  am  uncertain 
as  to  the  appearance  of  bulkheads.  What  1 
mean  is  that  I  think  they  must  be  rather  like 
my  chest  of  drawers. 

^That  is  by  the  way,  however.  Moreno  the 
point  is  it  that  the  piece  of  furniture  is  spaci- 
ous, and  possessed  of  five  roomy  drawers,  the 
size  of  each  being  about  three  feet  by  two  feet, 
with  a  depth  of  ten  incites.  In  a  longish  career 
of  fishing  and  extravagance  I  have  amassed  a 
considerable  amount  of  tackle  of  various  kinds, 
>er  till  1  purchased  this  cheat  of  drawers 


WW  never  twi  i  pun 
had  I  seen  my  way  clear  to  putting  it  anywhere 
In  particular.  But  here  at  last  was  my  chance 
—a  big  piece  of  furniture  with  hot  a  thing  in 
it,  a  Sreat  areCsb  to  speak,  of  undeveloped 
space. 

I  began  by  mapping  this  out,  and  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  three  of  the  drawers  would 
suffice  to  contain  all  the  fishing  tackle  pure  and 
simple,  that  is  to  say,  fly-boxes,  reels,  floats, 
spinning  flights,  and  so  on.  The  two  drawers  . 
over  would  serve  for  other  things  of  outdoor 
(or  at  any  rate,  of  robust)  nature,  such  as 
flasks,  thermos  bottles,  hammers,  luggage 
straps,  and  so  on.  There  might  also  be  found 
therein  place  fqr  a  landing  net  or  two,  a  gaff, 
fishing  bags,  and  other  things  of  convenient  size  . 
or  shape. 

Altogether  I  made  out  a  scheme  whose 
grandeur  and  completeness  far  outdid  anything 
else  that  I  have  evolved  in  similar  kind.  I  hope 
cthat  at  last  I  should  harve  the  honor  of  report- 
ing a  complete  victory  over  the  accursedness 
of  inanimate  objects.  It  would  be  a  welcome 
change  from  the  series  of  defeats  which  it  has 
"been  my  monotonous-duty  to  chronicle  at  statr  " 
ed  intervals. 

The  scheme  afoot,  I  collected  all  my  tackle 
from  everywhere  in  general  and  proceeded  to 
bestow  it  in  order.  The  first  drawer  was  to 
contain  the  appurtenances  of  fly  fishing,  flies, 
gut,  damping  pouch,  oil  bottle,  boxes,  books, 
grease  for  lines,  and  so  on.  I  was  very  pleased 
to  find  that  all  this  did  not  do  more  than  half 
fill  the  drawer.  It  was  the  work  of  a  moment 
to  see  and  grasp  anything  that  might  be  wanted. 
Before  a  day's  dry-fly  fishing,  for  instance,  alt 
I  had  to  do  was  to  take  out  four  japanned  tin 
boxes,  five  cigarette  boxes,  and  a  few  boxes  of 
cardboard,  spread  a  newspaper  on  the  table, 
sit  down,  square  my  glbows,  ,and  proceed  to 
sort  cut  a  few  hundreds  of  the  less  bedraggled 
patterns.  The  fact  that  all  the  boxes  were  in 
a  heap  at  one  end  of  the  drawer  would  help 
me  enormously.  Books,  boxes,  envelopes,  etc., 
containing  salmon  flies  were  at  the  other  end; 
wet  flies,  chub  flies  (of  which  I  have  a  fine  col- 
lection, not  one  of  which  has  been  used  for  ten 
years;  modern  chub  do  not  seem  to  like  chub 
flies),  gut  cases,  and  so  on,  occupied  the  mid- 
dle. 

In  the  second  drawer  I  placed  the  reels,  a 
motley  assemblage,  and  ateo  such  things  as 
might  be  said  to  belong  to  them,  lines  in  hanks 
or  wound  on  cardboard,  a  collapsible  line  * 
dryer,  which  I  once  fixed  to  a  length  of  board 
and  have  never  since  been  able  to  collapse 
(an  Impossible  occupant  for  any  ordinary 
drawer  owing  to  its  size  and  shape  and  its  pro- 
jection of  board),  an  oil  can,  a  duster,  and  so 
on.  The  third  drawer  contained  everything 
else,  pike  tackle,  spinning  bails,  prawn  flights, 
lead,  Qoat9  and  the  like.  This  was  the  only 
drawer  of  the  three  that  appeared  at  all  full, 
and  even  this  was  not  in  any  way  congested. 
The  net  results  of  the  whole  work  was  a  really 
satisfactory  arrangement,  which,  so  far  as  broad 
issues  went  (I  do  no!  ■-peak  of  such  irksome 
minutias  as  the  contents  of  individual  box; 
promised  me  a  future  of  unexampled  comfort. 

1  have  said  thai  none  of  these  three  draw- 
ers were  lull  when  the  arrangements  were  com- 
plete. Nor  were  the  other  two  drawers  over- 
flowing with  the  articles  mentioned  ear- 
lier, it  jooked  as  though,  I  could  add  thin 
indefinitely.  Now  the  wretched  chesl  of  draw- 
ers is  worse  than  full,  it  positively  bulges.  Each 
awei  brims  and  overflows  when  it  is  opened.

bait.  For  the  rest,  1  can  lay  my  hand  OH  my 
heart  and  vow  that,  to  the  be  I  ol  my  know- 
ledge and  beliel  (as  we  say  In  the  coming  sea- 
son of  declarations),  there  has  been  no  other 
alteration  in  my  personal  fishing  estate,  save 
deterioration,  which  does  not  count. 

Yet  the  atrocious  articles  have  multiplied 
themselves  by  four,  added  nine,  divided  by 
three  and  a  half  (witness  the  condition  of  the 
top  drawer  which  "was  originally  not  in  the 
scheme),  and  are  now  gradually  indulging  in 
subtraction — this  I  first  discovered  on  Monday, 
when  i  was  searching  for  the  wherewithal  to 
spin  for  pike,'  and  had  to  give  it  up  because  1 
had  only  half  an  hour  to  spend  on  it. 

I  have  an  uneasy  suspicion  that  my  other 
new  scheme  may  have  been  partly  responsible 
for  this  upheaval.  That  was  a  good  scheme, 
too,  in  its  way,  though  only  what  1  might  call 
an  interim  arrangement,  that  is  to  say,  it  was 
designed  to  operate  not  from  year  to  year  like 
the  chest  of  drawers,  but  from  week-end  to 
week-end.    Briefly,  it  consisted  in  three  "ever- 


ready"  outfits.  TMe  ffledlum-siied  creel  hem 
everything  1  should  want  for  a  day's  trout  fish- 
ing;-the  big  creel  was  stored  with  all  requisites 
for  a  day  with  coarse iisb;  the  salmon  bag  con- 
tained the  essentials  for  carp  at  one  time,  for 
salmon  at  another,  for  pike  at  a  third.  In 
principle  the  scheme  was  excellent.  As  each 
set  of  things  never  left  its  appointed  receptacle 
save  in  the  actual  course  of  fishing,  nothing 
would  be  omitted,  nothing  mislaid,  nothing 
missing.  On  any  sudden  impulse  I  might 
snatch  up  rod,  net  and  basket  and  be  off  to  the 
station  at  once.  Of  old,  if  a  sudden  impulse 
came  today  I  did  not  get  the  actual  fishing  till 
tomorrow,  because  the  tackle  had  to  be  sought 
afresh  every  time. 

I  still  hold  by  this  scheme,  though  it  has 
broken  down  hopelessly  for  the  moment.  At 
present  there  is  nothing  in  either  bag  or  creels. 
What  ought  to  be  there  is — well,  ■  I  do  not 
rightly  know  where  it  is,  except  that  the  chest 
of  drawers  has  swallowed  it,  and  possibly  I  may 
come  across  it  again  in  time.  The  trouble  was 
that  I  had  overlooked  the  possibility  of  catch- 
ing fish,  the  necessity  of  removing  them,  and 
the  subsequent  washing  and  drying  of  the  recep- 
tacles. While  all  this  was  going  on,  the  tackle 
had  to  be  somewhere,  naturally.  I  am  not 
going  to  accuse  anybody  in  print,  but  let  me 
,  say  that  certain  persons  did  not  like  it  where 
it  was  (hall' tables,  I  have  learnt,  are  purely 
ornamental),  and,  having  a  general  idea  of  the 
purposes  of  the  chest  of  drawers,  these  per- 
sons just  jumped  the  items  into  any  drawer 
that  took  their  fancy.  Of  course,  the  items 
themselves  have  entered  into  the  spirit  of  it, 
and  have  rolled,  jumped,  wrestled,  ju-jitsued, 
tangoed  and  generally  done  their  best  to  get 
mixed  up,  and  so  to  occupy  several  times  their 
proper  space.  So  I  am  now  faced  with  the 
problem  that  must  confront  the  legal  assigns 
of  a  dealer  in  second-hand  oddments  who  has 
suffered  badly  from  the  hoarding  instinct;  every 
imaginable  thing  is  there,  but  nothing  can  be 
found  except  by  long  search. 

I  may  be  the  worst  person  in  the  world  to 
have  the  sole  charge  of  a  stock  of  fishing 
tackle — probably  I  am — but  I  know  others  who 
are  not  a  vast  deal  superior  to  me.  It  is  not 
so  very  long  since  I  found  Caradoc  looking 
with  astonished  eyes  at  two  boxes  of  new  May- 
flies which  might  have  been  duplicate  orders. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  that  is  what  they  were, 
only  one  had  been  lost  and  forgotten  for  near- 
ly twelve  months,  turning  up  just  at  the  right 
moment  to  give  a  brotherly  welcome  to  the 
other.  I  could  be  very  pointed  at  the  expense 
of  other  people  as  well,  but  1  will  forbear.  It 
is  a  hard  world,  and  it  docs  not  do  to  be  cen- 
sorious. 

Besides,  the  lackle  nuisance  is  still  unsolv- 
ed. Mutual  recrimination  will  uoi  help  us. 
ir  will  exchange  of  sympathy,  though  thai  is 
pleasant.  Whal  will'  I  know  one  lirt-rate 
fisherman  who  has  a  bag,  an  ancient  landing 
net  mended  with  string,  a  split  cane  il ,  rod  with 
one  of  those  ccnhalh  fixed  reels  which  do 
not  get  mislaid,  a  book  mil  of  gut  hooks,  dub- 
bing and  leathers,  a  pipe  lea  ;  mining 
bait  which  looks  as  if  it  had  been  made  from 
a  teaspoon,  l  don'1  think  he  has  anything 
else,  but  he  catches  innumerable  li-.h  of  \.ui- 
DU3  kinds  in  v.i  '.ays.  I  should  he  in- 
:  u\l  to  take  oil  niv  hal  to  hun  as  the  happy 
angler  were  it   nol   for   the   pine  lead  and   the

So  extreme  simplicity  will  not  solve  the  prob- 
lem.

Know- 
ing whom  I  was  going  to  see  beforehand,  I 
immediately  recognized  my  old  friend,  but  it 
was  quite  evident  that  he  had  no  idea  who  I 
was,  and  for  some  time  I  occupied  his  atten- 
tion by  making  inquiries  as  to  sundry  ancient 
castles,  Roman  remains,  and  other  points  of 
historical  interest  to  be  seen  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. Presently,  however,  a  queer  expression 
overspread  his  countenance.  "It  strikes  me, 
sir,"  he  said,  "that  you  know  as  much  about 
this  country  as  I  do,  and  more."  At  the  same 
moment  1  heard  a  gurgling  sound  behind  me, 
and  turning  round  beheld  my  fair  companion, 
convulsed  with  suppressed  merriment,  the  tears 
pouring  down  her  cheeks.  Identity  could  no 
longer  be  concealed,  and  thus,  with  much  hand- 
shaking and  jubilation,  was -the  ice  happily 
broken.  After  lunch  a  comfortable  laudau  and 
first-rate  pair  of  horses  took  us  to  see  some  of 
the  old  familiar  scenes,  some  of  the  old  familiar 
faces,  and  then,  after  feasting  on  those  home- 
produced,  home-made  delicacies  only  to  be 
found. in  a  thoroughly  rural  district,  the  time 
came  to  catch  the  evening  train.  I  asked  for 
my  bill,  and  was  promptly  presented  with  a 
printed  form,  blank  but  for  "Paid,  with  thanks," 
written  at  the  foot.  The  bill  deserves  to  be 
framed  in  gold.  Such  a  splendid  welcome  can 
never  be  forgotten,  nor  sufficiently  appreciated;

and  SO  made  no  attempt  to  make  my  turn  down 
the  stream  as  I  might  have  done.      There  was 
a   possible  chance  from   the  boal     both  ah 
and  below,  but  from  neither  did  I  move  a  fish. 


Then,  ai  four  o'clock,  the  angler  opposite  be- 
gan to  take  off  his  waders,  and  instantly  the 
Old  keeper  helped  me  on  with  mine.  A  small 
double-hooked  Wilkinson  was  the  fly  selected, 
and  with  a  built  path  the  going  was  easy  if  only 
I  could  keep  on  my  legs  long  enough.  On  the 
smooth  slap  at  the  head  of  the  stream  a  splen- 
did iish  was  plunging,  but  he  would  have  none 
of  me,  so,  he  must  already  have  seen  a  great 
assortment  of  flies  presented  Irorn  the  opposite 
side,  1  left  mine  unchanged  and  worked  stead- 
ily on.  Halfway  down  the  stream  there  is  a 
"kittle"  spot  known  as  the  three  stones.  These 
are  three  huge  submerged  boulders  in  the  form 
of  a  triangle,  with  the  apex  pointing  down 
stream,  and  here  it  was  that  1  hooked  my  first 
salmon  in  boyhood.  Snce  then  nearly  half  a 
century  has  elapsed,  and  the  thought  crossed 
my  mind  as  the  fly  swung  on  to  the  exact  spot. 
Instantly  there  came  that  mighty  "rug"  which, 
after  all,  is  the  most  exciting  thing  in  salmon 
fishing. 

"Ye  have  him!"  I  heard  behind  me  as 
the  point  went  up,  and  then  began  a  grim  strug- 
yle—^griin:  because  by  now  mv  legs  were  shak- 


ing  under  me,  and  I  could  scarcely  move  one 
before  the  other.  There  was  nothing  for  it  but 
hanging  on  hard,  and  the  fish  never  got  more 
than  a  few  yards  of  line  off  the  reel.  Presently, 
under  the  tremendous  pressure,  a  great  fan-like 
tail  appeared.  "He  will  never  see  twenty 
pounds  again,"  I  exclaimed,  and  then  again 
there  was  silence.  Once  there  was  great  dan- 
ger, as  shown  afterwards  by  the  frayed  con- 
dition of  the  gut.  The  fish  had  gained  the  shel- 
ter of  a  sharp-edged  rock,  and  I  felt  the  sick- 
ening jags,  the  scrapes  and  buzzing  of  the  line 
that  so  frequently  spell  disaster;  but  1  managed 
to  change  my  position,  and  then  out  of  his  ref- 
uge the  fish  had  to  come.  And  now  the  great 
tail  began  to  show  more  frequently.  Presently, 
seizing  an  opportunity,  I  got  him  round  the  end 
of  the  rock  jetty  into  some  still  water  behind, 
and  there,  seeing  the  keeper  with  the  gaff  for 
the  first  time,  he  made  a  last  desperate  dash 
towards  some  overhanging  bushes  and  wreck. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  last  frantic  dash 
which  a  salmon  so  often  makes  is  caused  by 
his  first  sight  of  the  enemy,  man,  towards  whom 
he  is  being  drawn.  A  gallant  fish,  he  had  shot 
his  bolt,  and  now,  as  his  struggles  grew  fainter, 
I  drew  him  towards  the  gaff.  Then  the  old 
keeper,  whose  sight  was  failing,  deliberately  put 
on  his  spectacles*  "Fish  are  worse  to  gaff  in 
still  water  than  in  a  stream,"  he  very  truly  re- 
marked, and  then  once  more  there  was  silence. 
What  need  for  words?  We  both  of  us  knew 
our  business,  and  any  remark  on  my  part  might 
have  upset  him  at  the  critical  moment.  Calmly' 
he  wailed  till  he  had  a  good  cha.ice,  and  then 
('rove  the  gaff  thorjughly  well  home.  The  fish 
had  to  be  carried  some  little  distance  to  a  place 
of  safety,  so  this  grand  old  keeper,  determined 
to  run  no  risks,  coolly  held  up  the  fish  on  the 
gaff  with  one  hand  and  felled  it  with  my  walk- 
ing stick  before  going  ashore.  A  perfect  sal- 
mon", fresh  run,  beautiful  in  every  respect,  and 
twenty-four  pounds.

Seat"  to  this  day.  and  from  my  heart  did  I  ex- 
press the  hope  that  he  would  gaff  yet  more 
salmon  for  me.  But,  alas!  we  had  met  for  the 
last  time. — Arthur  Crawshay,  in  The  Field.

In  the  night  all  cats  are  gray. 
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the  hero  of  coixnso  at  nrrr 
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HEN  General  Botha,  in  his  capa- 
city as  Prime  Minister  of  the 
Union  of  South  Africa,  denounc- 
ed the  labor  outbreaks  at  Johan- 
nesburg as  a  war  against  society, 
as  an  excuse  to  create  a  revolution,  he  revealed, 
London'  dailies  think,  two  unsuspected  aspects 
of  his  character.  The  hero  of  Colenso  has  al- 
ways won  recognition  for  gifts  of  conciliation. 
"Botha,  full  of  the  spirit  of  comradeship  and 
kindness,"  Says  The  London  Mail,  "hates  a 
row."  His  enemies  have  flung1  his  soothing 
speeches  back  at  hfm  with  taunts  that  he  never 
could  be  bold.  Energy  was  denied  him,  yet 
this  man  of  fashion,  reviled  as  a  demagogue, 
stunned  all  Europe  by  packing  a  party  of  labor 
leaders  out  of  the  country. 

The  next  surprise  was  the  eloquence  with 
which  Botha,  demanding  a  bill  of  indemnity 
from  his  Parliament,  justified  his  course.  There 
was  Roman  grandeur  in  the  gesture,  according 
to  The  Paris  Debats,  with  which  Botha  em- 
phasized his  charge  that  the  revolutionists  de- 
ported to  England  had  allies  in  the  House  he 
was  addressing.  He  had  seen,  he  said,  many, 
tragic  things  in  war,  but' the  state  of  affairs  in 
Johannesburg  during  the  strike  was  worse  than 
all  these.  Had  he  not  taken  his  drastic  meas- 
ures, South  Africa  would  to  this  hour  be  bathed 
in  blood.  With  a  quarter  of  a  million  native 
blacks  breaking  out  in  rebellion,  with  fire  and 
anarchy  everywhere,  the  land  had  barely  es- 
caped scenes  unparalleled  since  trfe  Goths  en- 
tered Italy.     ; 

Never  was  orator  more  inspired,  affirms  a 
looker-on  in  The  London  Post.  The  effect 
was  enhanced  by  the  lack  of  eloquence  from 
which,  as  all  observers  agree,  Botha  has  here- 
tofore suffered.  For  some  rare  moments,  we 
reiki,  this  Boer  caught  the  fire  of  Cicero.  His 
usually  unready  tongue  electrified  a  great  audi- 
ence. His  large,  heavy,  ungainly  hands  devel- 
oped a  gesture  really  Greek.  His  quiet,  almost 
dull,  face  was  transformed,  transfigured.  Botlia, 
the  prosaic,  the  matter-of-fact,  the-unready,  had 
been  vouchsafed  divine,  inspired  moments.

ONLY  JERSEY  CATTLE  SEEN  IN -JERSEY 


Jersey  is  a  fertile  and  beautiful  little  island, 
which  geographically  should  belong  to  France, 
but,  as  part  of  William  .the  Conqueror's  in- 
heritance, it  became  an  English  possession  at 
the  Norman  conquest.  As  is  well  known,  it  is 
the  home  of  that  most  attractive  breed  of 
cows  to  which  it  gives  its  name.  They  are  a 
most  valued  and  valuable  possession  and  source 
of  income  to  the  islanders,  and  the  import  of 
any  other  breed  to  the  island  is  strictly  forbid- 
den. The  Jersey  cows  are  very  attractive  in 
appearance.  Smaller  and  daintier  than  ordin- 
ary cows,  and  of  a  soft  fawn  color  deepening 
to  dark  brown  down  the  legs  and'  on  the  muzzle, 
with  small  heads  and  big  eyes,  they  are  nearly 
as  beautiful  as  deer.  Curiously  enough,  in  Jer- 
sey they  are  not  allowed  to  roam  about  the 
fields  in  numbers,  but  each  cow  is  tied  with  a 
long  chain  to  a  firmly  fixed  stake,  frequently 
quite  out  of  sight  of  any  other  cow,  and  ap- 
parently isolated  from  all  companionship.  They 
are  very  friendly,  and  always  extend  an  eager 
welcome  to  visitors. 

The  North  coast  of  the  island  is  quite  mag- 
nificent, with  its  great  gray  rocks  covered  in 
August  with  patches  of  brilliant  heather  and 
sloping  steeply  down  to  a  peculiarly  turquoise- 
colored  sea.  Looking  down  or  up  the  precip- 
itous slopes  where  vegetation  of  any  kind  is  to 
be  had,  one  may  invariably  see  a  few  cows 
dotted  about  at  wide  intervals,  and  it  is  always

In  size  and 
lustrous  beauty  the  rose  can  hardly  hope  to 
equal  the  peony,  and  so  the  latter  has  fairly 
been  called  the  King  of.  garden  flowers,  even 
as  the  roe  lias  long  been  crowned  as  Queen. 

The  peony  •''  "  hares  with  the  rose  the 
distinction  nt  being  able  lo  run  the  whole 
gamut  from  a  single  to  a  double  blossom  with- 
out essential  loss  of  beauty.  One  must  feel, 
perhaps,  that  in  the  simplicity  of  the  single 
flower  there  is  a  finer  expression  of  pure  spirit 
than  in  the  semi-double  and  double  Ones,,  but 
the  same  is  true  of  the  rose,  and  we  could  ill 
afford  to  spare  the  fuller  forms  of  either.  Even 
Forbes  Watson;  the  most  critical  flower  lover 
of  recent  times,  was  willing  to  acknowledge 
the  beauty  of  the  double  peonies,  although,  he 
felt  that  most  double  flowers  had  lost  at  least 
half  their  beauty  and  nearly  all  their  spiritual 
significance.  "The  fully  opened  flower  of  a 
single  peony,"  he  once  wrote,  "is  like  the 
countenance  of  .a  living  creature." 

There  are  a  few  caily  peonies  that  blus>- 
sonr  in  May,  but  June  is  the  month  for  the  best 
varieties.  Nearly  all  of  these  are  attractive, 
-  frut'tlte ^JTiglft  ^hjlgsjushed  with  pink,  are 
glorious  as  a  Summer  sunrise.  The  petals  are 
alive  with  color,  to  which  the  varying  tints  of 
stamens  and  pistil  give  an  added  charm.  The 
semi-double  sorts  are  also  valuable  and  show 
in  an  interesting  way  the  fact  that  part  of  the 
stamens  have  been  transformed  into  petals,  a 
process  which  is  carried  to  the  limit  in  the 
double  peonies. 

To  get  the  greatest  pleasure  from  the  gar- 
den peonies  for  indoor  use  the  buds  should  be 
cut  off  with  long  stems  as  the  petals  begin  to 
expand  and  placed  in  a  vase  or  flower  bowl 
on  a  porch  or  in  a  living-room  where  the  flow- 
ers can  open  in  shelter  and  out  of  direct  sun- 
shine. For  the  color  tones  are  so  exquisite 
that  the  sun  fades  them  quickly  and  the  petals 
are  so  delicate  that  they  suffer  from  the  buffers 
of  rain  and  wind.  The  full  effects  of  the  sta- 
mens and  pistil  in  the  single  flowers  or  of  the 
inner  petals  in  the  double  ones  are  also  thus 
preserved.  Choose  rather  plain  receptacles  for 
displaying  them,  as  the  flowers  are  so  simple  in 
their  colors  that  they  appear  to  better  advan- 
tage when  set  off  by  jars  in  monotones  or  neu- 
tral tints.  \ 

The  peonies  are  among  the  most  permanent 
of  garden  flowers.  Once  established  they  con- 
tinue to  bud  and  blossom,  year  after  year,  re- 
quiring only  a  division  of  the  roots  once  or 
twice  a  decade.  The  initial  expense  is  also  in- 
significant, as  many  of  the  best  plants  can  be 
purchased  for  twenty-five  cents  each. 

Peonies  should  be  planted  in  Autumn  or 
early  Spring  in  a  rich  border  garden,  preferably 
in  partial  shade.- But  it  is  an  excellent  plan  to 
visit  the  grounds  of  peony  growers  in  June  to 
make  a  selection  of  the  varieties  that  please 
you  most. 

In  preparing  the  peony  bed,  it  is  well  worth 
while  to  take  such  pains  that  there  shall  be 
no  regrets  later  because  the  plants  do  not  attain 
the  best 'possible  development.  The  roots  re- 
quire much  moisture  and  rich  materials  for 
gro.wth.  An  abundant  supply  of  decaying  vege- 
tation to  furnish  a  bed  of  humus  in  which  ni 
gen  will  be  produced  by  the  tiny  soil  microbes 
is  desirable  as  a  foundation.  Such  a  layer  of 
humus  is  also  helpful  in  absorbing  and  holding- 
moisture.

One  great  advantage  of  sub-irrigation  is 
that  the  root-system  is  drawn  downward  rathei 
than  toward  the  surface.  The  latter  is  too  of- 
ten the  result  ot  the  ordinary  superficial  water- 
ing. 

The  best  time  to  start  a  peony  bed  is  in 
Autumn.  The  buds  begin  to  grow  so  early  in 
the  Spring  that  they  are  likely  to  be  broken 
off  in  Spring  planting. 

The  peony  enjoys  the  distinction  of  being 
a  specialty  with  many  reliable  commercial  plant 
growers.  Some  of  them  offer  for  the  asking 
attractive  booklets  full  of  beautiful  pictures,  de- 
scriptions of  varieties  and  directions  for  grow- 
ing. The  prospective  buyer  should  have  these 
booklets  for  guidance. 

Peonies  are  fortunate  in  their  freedom  from 
insect  and  fungus  enemies.  The  buds  are  some- 
times injured  by  insect  attack,  but  this  is  rare, 


els  in,  and  to  start  their  growth  of  leaves  and 
sterns  very  early  in  Spring.  Why-  nut  try  a 
border  of  peonies  along  a  hedge  or  building, 
where  they  are  in  the  shade?  When  so  planted 
lur  mass  effects,  the  result  is  vastly  more  beau- 
tiful than  when  a  few  plants  are  intermingled 
with  other  flowers.  Peonies  make  a  harmoni- 
ous display  along  the  border  of  the  rose-gar- 
den, and  they  are  effective  as  a  border  to 
masses  of  shrubbery  of  most  kinds.  In  order- 
ing, be  sure  to  get  a  good  proportion  of  the 
light-colored  sorts.  These  are  more  beautiful 
and  effective  than  the  cheaper,  red  double 
sorts.  Care  should  be  taken  not  to  set  the 
crowns  too  deep.  Cover  the  buds  with  not 
more  than  two  inches  of  loamy  soil. 

.  As  Winter  approaches,  it  is  desirable  to 
give  the  bed  a  light  covering  of  fallen  loves 
hidden  and  held  in  place  by  evergreen  boughs. 
This  is  essential  for  the  tree  peonies,  though 
not  really  necessary  for  the  herbaceous  sorts. 


it  is  generally  impossible  to  drive  one  so  close 
in  it  that  it  will  give  rigid  support  in  every  di- 
rection. It  is,  as  a  rule,  better  then  to  drive 
two  stakes,  one  at  each  side,  and  each  about 
three  inches  from  the  tree.  Then  wrap  burlap 
around  the  tree  and  pass  a  loop  or  line  from 
one  stake  to  tie  around  the  burlap  and  one  on 
the  other  slake.  This  loop  must  be  knotted 
around  the  tree  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  not 
give  any  play  so  that  the  tree  shall  be  held 
firmly. 

Under  all  circumstances  be  sure  not  to  tie 
anything  tightly  around  the  trees.  Trees  can- 
not bear  this  any  more  than  human  limbs 
could.  If  you  will  examine  a  tree  closely  a  few 
days  after  a  piece  of  string  has  been  tied 
around  it  firmly,  you  will  find  that  the  string 
has  cut  into  the  bark,  for  trees  are  growing  all 
the  time  and  much  faster  than  inexperienced 
people  imagine. 

Another  thing  to  be  careful  about  is  to  re- 
move the  burlap  wrapping  at  frequent  intervals, 
because  it  is  a  favorite  refuge  for  grubs  and 
other  insects.  A  good  way  to  do  this  is  to  set 
fire  to  it  with  .a  match  and  let  it  burn  away,  if 
there  is  not  much  of  it.  It  will  burn  so  quickly 
that  it.  will  not  affect  the  free,  and  all  vermin  in 
it  will  be  destroyed. 

Wherever  a  tree  is  at  all  bruised  so  that 
the  bark  is  perforated  or  torn  off,  be  sure  to 
coyer  the  wound  with  something  that  will  keep 
the  air  out.  Tree  wax  is  the  best  thing  to  use, 
but  tar,  shellac,  paint,  or  in  an  emergency,  wet 
clay  packed  over  the  bruise  and  tied  up  so  that 
it  will  remain  will  do. — Ex.

Among  the  white  or  nearly  white  sorts,  La 
Tulipe  has  a  large  flower  of  .1  pale  lilac  tint, 
which  is  very  pleasing.  Festiva  Maxima  is  a 
popular  variety,  with  the  outer  petals  pure 
white  and  the  lip  rjl  the  inner  ones  touched 
with  red  in  a  very  attractive  way.  The  Duke 
of  Wellington  has  flowersjjntcd  with  sulphur 
yeltow.  Madame  Croussl  is  a  pure  white  with 
very  large  flowers,  while-  Marie  l.emoine  is 
white,  and  later  than  most  ol  the  other 
kinds. 

September  is  ;i  good  month  to  get  the 
peony  bed  ready  for  planting.  Many  people 
wait  until  Spring  to  plant  peonies.  This  is  a 
great  mistake.  The  time  to  plant  these  roots 
is  iii  September,  when  they  will  have  an  op- 
portunity to  become  established  before  Winter 


The  pink  peonies  are  especially  desirable 
because  of  the  universal  appeal  of  their  delicate 
color  tones.  There  are  many  good  sorts.  Gen- 
eral Bertrand  is  a  combination  of  dark  pink 
outer  petals  and  salmon  pink  inner  ones.  Floral 
Treasure  is  of  a  beautiful  lilac-rose  tone,  with 
large  and  showy  flowers.  Charlemagne  is  al- 
most white,  but  is  rose-tinted.  Golden  Harvest 
is  an  attractive  combination  of  peach-blos 
pink  outer  petals  and  creamy  white  inner  ones. 
Madame  Caloi  is  hydrangea-pink,  darker  in  the 
entre.  Humei  is  a  late  flower,  pale  rose  in 
color.  Other  good  sorts  in  this  color  are  Deii- 
catissima,  Jeanne  d'Arc  and  Madame  Breon. 

Among  the  brighter  red  peonies  there  are 
many  varieties.  Louis  van  Houtte  is  a  popular 
crimson-maroon  sort.  Francois  Ortegat  is  a 
brilliant  crimson,  and  Grandiflora  Rubra  is  a 
deep  crimson-carmine.  Marechal  MacMahon 
\tms,oi.i;uinea,  John  Fraser  and  Sir  Charles 
Dilke  are  all  good  red  or  reddish  sorts. 
OTHER   TYRES   OF   PEONIES 

In  addition  to  these  usual  herbaceou  peo- 
nies, there  are  various  other  type  add 
variety  and  interest  to  the  border  garden.  The 
old-fashioned  "Piny"  or  Pxonia  officinalis  is 
earlier  than  the  modern  forms,  and  has  full 
double  flowers  in  bluish-white,  rose-pink  ami 
deep  crimson.  It  blossoms  about  two  weeks 
earlier  than  other  sorts. 

The  Tree  Peonies,  however,  arc  the  mosl 
desirable  forms  with  which  to  supplement  the 
herbaceous  group.  These  belong  to  a  distinct 
species  and  grow  in  a  shrub-like  or  tree-like 
form.  They  blossom  very  early,  ami  so  pro- 
long the  season. — Clarence  Moores  Weed,  in 
The  House  Beautiful.

TYING  UP  TREES 


By  all  means  the  best  waj  to  tie  a  tree  to 
a  -take  is  to  plant  the  stake  and  tree  at  the 
same  time.  A  separate  layer  of  burlap  or  other 
soft  material  must  be  wrapped  around  it  so  that 
there  shall  be  no  rubbing  of  the  bark.

SUMMER  CARE  OF  LAWNS 

An  important  factor  in  the  successful  treat- 
ment of  lawns  is  watering.  Constant  moisture 
is  essential  in  the  maintenance  of  a  velvety  turf 
condition.  If  the  lawn  is  properly  made,  there 
need  be  no  failure  if  the  owner  is  situated  where 
there  is  a  good  water  supply.  The  water  may 
be  applied  at  any  time,  but  it  is  better  to  do  it 
at  night  or  early  morning.     , 

When  watering  a  lawn,  give  it  a  good  soak- 
ing. Shift  the  hose  about  so  that  all  parts  will 
be  reached.  Unless  watering  can  be  done  thor- 
oughly and  regularly,  it  is  better  not  to  do  it  at 
all. 

Mow  the  lawn  frequently  as  it  increases  the 
body  of  the  sward.  A  lawn  should  be  cut 
about  once  a  week,  with  no  longer  intervals 
during  the  hottest  part  of  the  Summer.  If  the 
grass  is  cut  often,  the  clippings  may  be  left  on 
the  lawn  as  they  will  soon  shrivel  up  and  dis- 
appear. 

In  order  that  trees  and  shrubs  will  not  suf- 
fer by  growing  sod,  circles  should  be  kept 
around  them  without  grass,  and  the  surface 
soil  within  same  should  be  kept  loose  with  the 
hoe.  These  circles  make  it  possible,  also,  to 
keep  the  grass  cut  by  means  of  the  mower 
instead  of  having  to  use  hand-shears  close  up 
to  trunks. 

If  you  want  a  first-class  top  dressing  for  the 
lawn  this  Fall,  begin  the  preparation  of  same 
about  the  last  of  August.  Secure  equal  parts 
of  good,  clean  soil,  and  well-rotted  stable  ma- 
nure. Turn  occasionally  until  October  and 
then  spread  on  the  lawn.

ART  OF  TRANSPLANTING 

When  most  amateurs  transplant  a  shrub  or 
tree  their  first  desire  is  to  save  all  the  branches 
and  twigs  possible,  because  they  hope  that 
they  will  thus  get  an  extra  large  plant  in  a  new 
Spot  without  waiting. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  surest  way  to  get 
an  abundant  growth  is  to  be  lavish  with  the 
pruning  knife.  The  less  branches  a  trans- 
planted plant  has,  the  less  work  the  roots  will 
have  to  do;  and  the  root  needs  all  the  relief 
possible,  because  for  some  weeks  after  trans- 
planting it  is  going  to  be  busy  enough  trying 
to  get  a  new  hold  in  the  earth. 

Therefore,  the  first  thing  that  should  be 
done  with  the  shrub  that  is  to  be  moved  is  to 
prune  all  the  branches  oft,  and,  if  at  all  possi- 
ble, to  remove  the  top.  The  closer  you  prune 
back  to  the  original  woody  stem,  the  more 
likely  will  it  be  that  the  plant  will  begin  lo 
grow  in  its  new  home  practically  at  once. 

Another  thing  :  Do  not  fear  to  cut  the  root 
wherever  it  \i  a!  all  injured  or  looks  at  all  un- 
healthy. A  sick  root  is  just  as  bad  for  a  plant 
as  a  sick  branch.

PROPAGATING  HARDY  CARNATIONS 

Layering  in  Summer  is  the  easiest  way  to 
propagate  carnations.  Cuttings  of  side  shoots 
will  strike  in  heat,  nut  they  can  hardly  be  ex- 
pected to  make  roofs  outdoors.  In  layering, 
strip  off  the  leaves  from  a  few  joints,  making 
an  incision  from  the  outer  side  of  the  stem  and 
half  way  through  it,  and  then  continue  the 
split  at  right  angles  upward  for  about  a  couple 
of  inches.  The  stem  is  then  bent  down  and 
the  free,  cut  portion  is  inserted  into  fine  and 
well-prepared  soil.  The  cut  portion  is  covered 
with  soil,  the  growing  tip  being  left  free.  The 
whole  thing  is  then  fastened  down,  usually 
with  hairpins.  After  the  layer  has  rooted,  it 
can  be  separated  from  the  parent  plant.

One-half  pound  of  cooked  mutton,  or  any 
cold  meat,  one  tablespoonful  ot  tomato  sauce, 
one  egg,  salt,  pepper,  and  one  grating  of  nut- 
meg, one  tablespoonful  of  butter,  four  table- 
spoonfuls  of  flour,  and  one-fourth  cupfui  of 
stock  or  water.  Put  the  meat  twice  through 
a  mincing-machine,  or  chop  very  line,  and  mix 
with  it  the  tomato  sauce.  Melt  the  butter,  add 
the  flour,  mix  well,  then  add  the  stock  and  boil 
until  the  mixture  leaves  the  sides  of  the  sauce- 
pan in  a  ball.  Add  to  this  the  meat,  beat  up 
the  egg  and  add  that.  Season  well,  and  mix 
thoroughly  together.  Fill  some  small,  well-but- 
tered moulds  with  the  mixture  and  steam 
twenty  minutes.  Turn  out  and  place  each  one 
on  a  round  of  buttered  toast  or  fried  bread, 
and  pour  brown  sauce  around;  or  tomato 
sauge  may  be  used. 

A  DISH  WORTH  ADOPTING 

Germans  have  a  way.  of  serving  potatoes 
with  roast  mutton  that  is  novel  as  well  as  or- 
namental and  appetizing. 

The  raw  potatoes,  which  are  first  carefully 
peeled,  ate.  cut  into  SymrrreMcal  "chunks  with- 
a  hole  scooped  in  the  centre,  in  which  is  placed 
either  a  raisin  or  a  prune.  The  potatoes*^ 
prepared  are  roasted  with  the  meat  until  of  a 
rich  brown,  and  thoroughly  saturated  with  the 
savory  drippings. 

They  are  served  with  the  roast,  being  placed 
around  it  on  the  same  platter  as  a  decoration. 


STEAMED   BOSTON   BROWN   BREAD 

Two  cups  of  milk  (sweet  or  sour),  three 
cups  of  graham  flour,  one  teaspoon  of  salt. 
Mix  thoroughly. 

In  another  dish  mix  one  cup  of  New  Or- 
leans molasses  with  two  teaspoons  of  soda  dis- 
solved in  a  tablespoon  of  hot  water.  Beat 
until  it  changes  color  then  mix  with  part 
one.  Steam  in  cans  for  three  hours.  The 
bottom  of  the  can  only  need  be  buttered.  If 
steamed  in  one  loaf  it  will  require  three  and  a 
half  or  four  hours'  steaming.  This  bread  can 
be  re-steamed  by  slicing  and  laying  the  pieces 
on  a  napkin  in  the  steamer,  overlapping  each 
other  a  little  and  folding  the  corners  of  the 
napkin  on  top.  They  will  be  heated  through 
in  eight  or  ten  minutes. 

CANARY  PUDDING  * 

Two  eggs,  their  weight  in  flour  and  sugar, 
one  and  a  half  ounces  of  butter,  one  large  tea- 
spoonful  of  baking  powder,  pinch  of  salt,  a 
little  milk  to  mix. 

Method — Cream  the  butter  and  sugar  to- 
gether, thoroughly  beat  in  the  eggs  one  by  one. 
Sift  the  flour,  add  a  little  salt  to  flavor,  and  add 
this  to  the  butter  and  sugar.  Fold  it  in  lightly 
and  slowly.  Add  the  baking  powder  with  a 
tablespoonful  of  the  flour.  Mix  well,  and  add 
sufficient  milk  to  be  able  to  pour  the  mixture.

Beat  the  white  of  one  egg  in  a  bowl  till 
stiff,  then  add  the  yoke  of  four  eggs,  and  beat 
well.  Add  slowly  one  and  three-quarters  cups 
of  fine  granulated  sugar  and  beat.  Now  add 
one  cup  of  boiling  water  and  beat  until  smooth. 
Add  two  and  a  half  cups  of  flour  sifted  with 
four  level  teaspoons  of  baking  powder.  Fold 
in  the  stiffly  beaten  whites  of  three  eggs  and  do 
not  beat  any  more.  Bake  in  a  slow  oven.  Be 
careful  to  closely  follow  instructions.

Quite  as  important,  perhaps, 
is  the  fact  that  several  United  States  battleships  have 
been  ordered  to  Tampico  and  Vera  Cruz,  ports  on 
the  East  ami  West  coasts  of  Mexico.  Rear-Admiral 
■  had  been  sent  to  Tampico  to  rescue  all  United 
States  citizens  and  foreigners  who  might  be  in  danger. 
for  it  was  expected  that  the  port  would  be  attacked 
by  Villa  and  defended  by  the  Federals.  While  the 
ships  were  taking  refugees  on  board  two  marines  who 
went  ashore  on  a  peaceful  mission  were  seized,  an 
orderly,  in  uniform,  who  went  ashore  at  Vera  Cruz, 
another  port,  for  the  mails,  was  arrested  and  put  in 
prison.  He  was  released  next  day  on  the  demand  of 
the  officers.  A  dispatch  sent  to  the  American  Con- 
sul was  Intercepted  and  only  delivered  after  it  had 
been  read  by  the  Mexican  censor.  For  these  insults, 
or  some  of  them,  Huerta  sent  an  apology,  which  he  did 
not  take  the  trouble  to  write.  Rear-Admiral  Mayo  did 
not  consider  this  sufficient  and  ordered  that  the  .Mexi- 
can ships  should  fire  a  formal  salute  to  the  United 
States  flag.  It  is  to  enforce  this  demand  that  the  bat- 
tleships have  gone  South.  President  Wilson  be- 
lieves that  United  States  men  have  been  singled  out 
tor  insult,  as  the  subjects  of  other  nations  have  nOl 
been  attacked  or  insulted.  It  was  only  after  con- 
sultation with  John  Lind,  who  has  almost  ever  since 
the  murder  of  Madero  been  in  Mexico,  that  the 
United  States  Government  Agreed  to  take  this  step  to 
force  the  Mexican  Government  to  show  in  the  plain 
est  way  that  it  respects  the  power  of  the  United 
States.

A  SCOUT'S  ENDURANCE 

A  scout  lay  sick  in  hospital  in  India  with  that  most 
fatal  disease  called  cholera.  The  doctor  told  the  na- 
tive man  in  attendance  on  him  that  the  only  chance 
of  saving  his  life  was  to  warm  up  his  feet  violently 
and  keep  the  blood  moving  in  his  body  by  constantly 
rubbing  him.  The  moment  the  doctor's  back  was 
turned  the  native  gave  Up  rubbing  and  squatted  down 
to  have  a  quiet  smoke.  The  poor  patient,  though  he 
could  not  speak,  understood  all  that  was  going  on, 
and  he  was  so  enraged  at  the  conduct  of  the  native 
attendant  that  he  resolved  then  and  there  that  he 
would  get  well  if  only  to  give  the  native  a  lesson. 
Having  made  up  his  mind  to  get  well,  he  got  well. 

A  scout's  motto  is,  "Never  say  die  till  you're  dead 
and  if  he  acts  up  to  this  it  will  pull  him  out  of  many 
a  bad  place  when  everything  seems  to  be  going  wrong 
with  him.  It  means  a  mixture  of  pluck,  patience  and 
strength,    which    we  call    "endurance." 

The  great  South  African  hunter  and  scout,  F.  C. 
Selous,  gave  a  great  example  of  scouts'  endurance 
when  on  a  hunting  expedition  in  Barotseland,  North 
of  the  Zambesi  River,  some  years  ago.  In  the  middle 
of  the  night  his  camp  was  suddenly  attacked  by  a 
hostile  trilv,  who  fired  into  it  at  close  range  and 
charged  in. 

He  and  hlS  small  party  ol  natives  scattered  at  once 
into  the  darkness  and  hid  themselves  away  in  the  long 
grass.  Selous  himself  had  snatched  up  his  rifle  and 
a  few  cartridges,  and  got  safely  into  the  grass.  But 
he  could  not  find  any  of  his  men,  and,  seeing  that  the 
enemy  had  got  possession  of  his  camp,  and  that  there 
were  still  a  few  hours  of  darkness  before  him  in  winch 
to  make  his  escape,  he  started  off  Southwards,  using 
the  stars  of  the  Southern  Cross  as  his  guide. 

He  crept  past  an  outpost  of  the  enemy  whom  he 
overheard  talking,  and  then  swam  across  a  river,  and 
finally  got  well  away,  dressed  only  in  a  shirt,  and 
shorts,  and  shoes.  For  the  next  few  days  and  nights 
he  kept  walking  Southwards,  having  frequently  to  hide 
to  avoid  hostile  natives.     He  shot  deer  for  food. 

But  one  night,  going  through  what  he  thought  was 
a  friendly  village,  be  had  his  rifle  stolen  from  him, 
and  was  again  a  fugitive,  without  any  means  of  pro- 
tecting himself  or  of  getting  food.  However,  he  was 
not  one  to  give  in  while  there  was  a  chance  of  life 
left,  and  he  pushed  on  and  on  until  at  length  he 
reached  a  place  where  he  met  some  "f  his  men,  who 
had  also"  escaped,  and,  after  further  tramping,  they 
got  safelv  back  into  friendly  country. 

But  what  a  terrible  time  they  must  have  had! 

Three  weeks  had  passed  since  the  attack,  and  the 
gieat  part  of  that  time  Selous  had  been  alone,  hunted, 
starving,  and  bitterly  cold  at  night  and  in  sweltering 
heat  by  day. 

None  but  a  scout  with  extraordinary  endurance 
could  have  lived  through  it,  but  then  Selous  is  a  man 
who  as  a  lad  had  made  himself  strong  by  care  and 
exercise;  and  he  neither  drinks  nor  smokes.  And  he 
kepi  up  his  pluck  all  the  time. 

It  shows  you  that  if  you  want  to  get  through  such 
adventures  safely  when  you  are  a  man,  you  must  train

hi  parado*  of  the  nigh  seas  is  tb# 
lightship.  Always  manned,  pi 
visioned  and  coaled,  they  ne 
salt  isolated,  they  arc  constant- 
tn  the  company  of  other  ves- 
sels. Often  their  engines  and  propellers  are 
turning  over  at  highest  speed,  yet  they  do  not 
change  their  positions.  Though  the  anchor  is 
never  raised  nor  are  the  sails  hoisted,  while  on 
duty,  nevertheless  the  days  on  board  are  busy 
ones. 

To  the  landsman  all  the  mystery  of  the 
lone  lighitatose  and  all  the  romance  Of  the  sea- 
farer«Sl^ei  to  the  lightship  And 
no  matter  what  miy  be  the  season  of  the  year 
nor  the  conditions  of  the  weather,  it  is  to  be 
found  always  "on  station/'  .guarding  the  ter- 
minals of  the  great  sea-laries  or  marking  the 
presence  of  hidden  shoals  far  from  the  coast- 
lines. 

FEATURES  UNUSUAL 
Riding  high  in  the  water,  with  their  high 
sides  bearing  the  name  and  number  of  their 
station  in  letters  of  shining  white,  and  their 
sturdy  foremasts  capped  by  miniature  light- 
house tops,  these  vessels  have  a  distinctive  ap«

not  much  larger  or  brighter  than  .1  good-shed 
electric  light  bulb.     Bu  sed  through  H 

magnifying  lenses,  ii  attains  a  strength  of  many 
thousand  candle  power  and  is  visible  from 
points  ten  to  fourteen  miles  away. 

Electricity  and  kerosene  form  the  two  usual 
means  of  obtaining  light  on  these  ships.  In  the 
former  case  the  power  is  obtained  from  dyna- 
mos, operated  by  the  ship's  engines,  that  purr 
away  smoothly  and  swiftly  through  any  storm, 
even  though  the  engine  room  floor  is  oscillat- 
ing in  a  manner  to  puzzle  even  a  dynamo  de- 
signer. Quite  as  powerful,  and  more  econo- 
mical (though  rather  less  reliable,  it  is  re- 
ported) is  the  kerosene  vapor  light,  developed 
with  the  aid  of  a  reservoir  of  oil  under  pressure, 
a  series  of  heating  tubes,  and  an  incandescent 
screen  or  mantle. 

Below  decks  there  are  many  differences 
in  construction  and  arrangement  apparent  even 
to  the  "landlubber."  The  second  deck  below 
is  divided  into  six  water-tight  compartments. 
One  of  these  forms  the  chain  locker,  an  import- 
ant  provision  on  a  lightship.     Usually  these

pearance.  This  aspect,  though  caused  largely 
by  necessities  of  construction,  is  a  valuable 
feature.  For  itlends  itself  in  the  daytime  to 
ready  recognition  by  Tncomtng  liners,  coasters, 
schooner  yachts  and  "tramps." 

In  mounting  to  the  deck  of  a  lightship  of 
the  later  type  attention  is  attracted  to  the  heavi- 
ness of  construction  everywhere  manifest.  In 
this  they  bear  a  resemblance  to  the  polar  ex- 
ploration ships,  both  being  constructed  for 
strength  rather  than  speed.  Anchored  some- 
times fifty  miles  out  to  sea  these  ships  are  ex- 
posed fully  to  Hie  severest  storms  of  Winter, 
and  every  device  is  used  to  secure  comfort  and 
safety.  They  are  built  of  steel.  The  plates 
that  cover  the  sides  are  unusually  thick  be- 
cause of  the  corrosion  that  comes  with  con- 
stant, unremitting  service.  The  beams  and 
braces  are  unusually  sturdy  in  anticipation  of 
the-  heavy  strains  and  stresses  in  high  seas. 
Even  the  fittings  and  appurtenances  have  an 
appearance  of  super-strength. 

The  centre  of  interest  is  the  light  itself. 
This  usually  is  mounted  on  .the  top  of  the  for- 
ward mast,  and,  though  much  smaller  than  that 
on  the  lighthouse,  has  commanded  in  the  mak- 
ing just  as  valuable  fittings,  as  careful  work- 
manship, and  as  wonderful  lenses.    The  light

Nantucket  lightship,  which  is  said  to  lie  in  as

night  These  may  be  called  the  Brsl  Hgbtships, 
There  seems  to  be  few  records  Di  any  great 
improvements  or  Innovations  from  this  period 
until  the  middle  of  the  Seventeenth  Century. 
when  one  finds  in  English  history  the  story  of 
the  in  -t  modern  vessel  of  this  type.  A  descrip- 
tion ol  this  pioneei  of  protection  has  been  given 
by  George  Crouse  Cook  in  Shipping,  "In 
1732,  at  the  East  end  of  the  Nore  Sands  in  the 
estuary  of  the  Thames,  was  established  the  fii 
modern  lightship,"  he  says.  "The  characteris- 
tics of  this  vessel  were  those  of  a  small  fishing 
sloop.  Two  small  lanterns,  burning  oil  with 
flat  wicks,  were  carried  at  the  extremities  of  a 
yard.  The  light  was  dim  at  its  best,  and  the 
"iiiiilteins  so  defective  that  the  flame  was  fre- 
ntly  blown  out  in  stormy  weather.  Then, 
'  the  violent  pitch  and  roll  of  the  vessel 
often  snapped  the  lanterns  bodily  from  their 
lashings*  and  the  vessel  itself  chafed  its  hempen 
moorings  and  broke  them  again  and  a£am. 
In  spite  of  these  defects,  the  first  lightship 
proved  itself  indispensable." 

It  Is^not  inappropriate  that  a  subject  as. ro- 
mantic as  the  lightship  should  be  associated 
with  the  name  of  Stevenson,  and  therefore  it  is

The  anchor  of  the  PhaTOJ  weighed  about 
one  and  a  hah  tons,  it  was  oi  the  mushroom 
type,  and,  to  quote  Mr.  Stevenson,  it  resem- 
bled 'in  form,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  the  vege- 
table from  which  it  takes  its  name.'  The  vessel 
was  placed  on  her  station  in  July,  1807,  and 
after  several  months  test  was  duly  advertised 
as  an  aid  to  navigation:  The  lights  'when  seen 
from  either  side  have  the  appearance  of  a 
triangle,  but  if  seen  end  on,  they  appear  as  two 
lights;  the  one  abovife  the  Other. ^  Thus  a  dis- 
tinctive light  was  obtained.  The  day  signal 
consisted  of  a  blue  flag  with  a  lighthouse  in  the 
field*  and  a  bell  was  tolled  as  a  fog  signal.  The 
full-bodied  form  of  a  fishing  sloop,  the  absence 
of  a  cargo,  the  weight  of  the  lanterns  aloft; 
caused  the  vessel  to  roll  violently.  Notwith- 
standing this  the  little  vessel  held  her  station, 
burned  her  lights  and  tolled  her  bell  until  q» 


off 


This  means  that  to  hold  her  station  she  requires 
a  heavy  chain  with  a  200-pound  mushroom 
anchor  at  the  end. 

EXTRA  APPARATUS  CARRIED 

Now  it  sometimes  happens  that  under 
unusual  conditions  this  anchor  chain  parts,  and 
the  ship  loses  her-  "ground  tackle,"  as  it  is 
called,  and  is  carried,  off  her  station.  Then,  if 
it  is  possible,  she  must  fight  her  way  back  in 
the  teeth  of  the  gale,  regain  her  former  posi- 
tion, and  let  go  another  chain  and  anchor.  To 
this  end  a  duplicate  set  and  machinery  to  han- 
dle it  has  to  be  carried  by  every  light  vessel. 

VESSEL  HAS  EVOLVED 

As  is  true  of  most  modern  products,  the 
present-day  lightship  had  its  prototype  in  an- 
cient days.  In  the  last  few  centuries  before 
the  Christian  era  Roman  shipping  was  guard- 
ed by  Government  galleys  manned  by  armed 
crews,  which  patrolled  the  coast  against  pirates 
and  served  as  a  guide  and  protection  to  ap- 
proaching vessels.  These  galleys  carried  at 
their  mastheads  large,  ironwork  baskets  in 
which  signal  fires  were  lighted  sometimes  at

collected  by  Mry  Cook  one  may  read  that  a 
lighthouse  was  to  be  placed  on  the  Bell  Rock, 
a  sunken  reef  to  the  North  of  the  entrance  of 
the  Firth  of  Forth. 

"The  work  was  entrusted  to  Robert  Steven- 
son, who  as  the  engineer  of  the  commissioners, 
was  to  direct  the  construction  of  the  light- 
house," he  says.  "He  purchased  in  Leith  a  fish- 
ing schooner,  captured  from  the  Prussians,  fit- 
ted it  out  as  a  lightship,  and  gave  it  the  name 
of  Pharos.  The  vessel  was  67  feet  long,  by  16 
feet  beam,  by  8  feet  depth  and  82  tons  register. 
The  hull  was  extensively  rebuilt,  three  short 
masts  were  erected,  sails  were  provided,  and 
accommodations  arranged  for  crew,  lighthouse 
workmen,  and  officers. 

EARLY  ACHIEVEMENTS 

"The  lanterns  were  made  in  fcyo  complete 
vertical  sections  and  so  screwed  together  as  to 
encase  the  mast,  along  which  they  were  free 
tc  slide  up  and  down.  Each  lantern  was  then 
fitted  with  ten  oil  lamps  having  small  silver- 
plated  reflectors.  These  lanterns,  as  a  whole, 
were  absolutely  secure  in  their  position  on  the 


After  this  achievement  of  Robert  Sf even- 
son>  improvements  came  thick  and  fast  In 
'-  the-United-Statesr^mgress  made-an  _ 
ation  for  two  "floating  lights"  to  be  stationed 
in  Chesapeake  Bay.  These  aroused  a  great 
deal  of  discussion  as  "the  first  objects  of  their* 
kind  in  the  United  States.  Many  people  were 
called  in  consultation  and  a  strange  variety  of 
opinions  was  obtained.  One  of  these  vessels 
was  put  in  place  in  IS20  and  in  the  same  year 
three  more  were  authorized. 

Two  years  later  the  first  lightship  was  sta- 
tioned off  New  York  harbor,  at  Sandy  Hook, 
and  in  the  following  year  another  was  placed 
off  Cape  Hatteras,  on  the  Diamond  Shoal,  said 
to  be  the  most  threatening  of  all  American 
shoals.  At  the  time  of  the  civil  war  the  United 
States  had  thirty-nine  lightships  in  commission. 
Today  it  has  fifty-one,  on  both  her  coasts, 
while  there  are  approximately  eight  hundred 
vessels  of  this  type  scattered  throughout  the 
world.

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YEAR  OF  THE  TIGER  IN  JAPAN 

The  tiger  is  at  present  occupying  a  par- 
ticular  "place  in  the  regard  of  the  Japanese.  In 
Japan,  1914,  is  greeted  as  the  year  of  the 
tiger,  and  everything  associated  with  this  crea- 
ture is  very  much  in  request.  Pictures  introduc- 
ing "stripes"  in  fantastic  fashion  are  very  much 
in  evidence,  and  the  New  Year  cards  almost 
universally  showed  a  tiger  bringing  greetings. 
Trade  has  been  greatly  influenced  by  this  spec- 
ial veneration  for  the  tiger.  Pictures  of  the 
tiger  are  being  imported  in  large  numbers,  and 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  every  household  in  Japan 
has  now  some  tiger  picture  conspicuously  dis- 
played. In  the  wealthier  houses,  the  beautiful 
silk  or  velvet  screens  adorned  with  wonderful 
tiger  designs  have  been  brought  out  of  the 
treasure-bouses  and  given  places  of  honor, 
while  ornaments  which  harmonize  with  these 
were  taken  from  their  places  of  seclusion  and 
utilized  to  give  the  special  and  artistic  effect 
desired  for  the  year  of  the  tiger. 

This  year  is  regarded  as  favorable  tor  the 
coronation  of  the  Emperor,  a  ceremony  which 
takes  place  in. November,  the  month  of  the 
rabbit.  The  Japanese  have  reckoned  the  years 
in  a  cycle  of  twelve  from  time  immemorial. 
The  years  are  named  in  the  following  order:

others,  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  Crusaders 
actually  learned  it  from  tkeir  enemies  when 
fighting  the  Saracens.  This  theory  is  negatived 
however  by  many  high  authorities,  -who  suggest" 
that  the  true  air  and  the  best  known  words  of 
the  song,  as  we  have  it  today,  unquestionably 
come  from  the  period  when  Louis  the  Fifteenth 
sat  on  the  throne  of  France. 

In  any  case,  we  are  entirely  on  safe  ground 
when  we  come  to  the  days  which  saw  our  own 
Duke  of  Marlborough  going  to  fight  the  French 
in  Flanders  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne. 
For  then  the  French,  who  had  for  centuries, 
as  we  have  seen,  sung  this  song,  beginning 
"Marbrook  s'en  va-t-en  guerre,"  made  an  easy 
change  of  a  word  in  the  first  line  and  so  hit  off 
the  situation  to  a  nicety. 

Let  us  explain  here  that  the  original  word 
"Malbrook"  did  not  refer  to  the  Duke  of  Marl- 
borough at  all;  ikwas  the  name  used  in  the 
song  for  generations  previously.  Now  "Mal- 
brook" itself  is  an  Arab  name,  and  this  would 
seem  to  afford  strong  proof  that  the  famous 
song  originally  came  from  the  men  who  dur- 
ing the  great  Crusades  fought  (under  the  naajHT: 
of  Saracens)  against  our  own  kings,  and  who 
today  travel  over  the  wide  deserts. 

FRENCH  VERSION 

By  a  clever  thought  the  French  altered 
"Malbrook"  to  "Marlborough"  about  the  time

And  a  moment  later,  almost  with 
death  right  in  front  of  him,  the  great  "Sourge 
of  Europe"  began  to  sing  softly,  "Marlborough 
s'en  va-t-en  guerre."  It  was  a  magnificent 
tribute  in  itself  to  the  hold  this  wonderful 
song  has  had  over  so  many  of  the  world's 
greatest  and  most  illustrious  men. 

Messieurs  Straudin,  Bizet  and  others, 
brought  out  this  song  in  an  opera-bouffe  at  the 
Athenee,  in  four  acts,  about  1867;  and  Barras 
sang  it  much  farther  back  than  that.  Even 
more  famousiwas  the  immortal  Charlotte  Cor- 
day,  who  Often  chanted  its  strains;  whilst  Queen 
Hortense  made  it  the  foundation  of  her  famous 
tune,  "Pfrrtant  pour  la  Syrie,"  and  the  noble 
poet,  Andre  Chenier,  also  based  his  "Mourir 
pour  la  Palflp*  pti  the  song.

The  physique  is  decidedly  good, 
and  in  many  cases  remarkable. 

ORGANIZATION 

It  was  recognized  at  ah  early  date  that  the  . 
Government  might  at  any  moment  decide  to 
■  break  up  the  Volunteer  headquarters  at 
Belfast  and  to  arrest  the  prominent  leaders  of 
the  movement.  Such  action  today,  even  if 
successful,  which  is  most  improbable,  would 
have  no  effect  except  to  give  the  signal  for,  and 
to  precipitate  an  outbreak.  Nothing  would 
be  found  at  Headquarters  except  a  few  men 
and  some  unimportant  papers.  Decenlralb 
tion  has  been  the  rule.  The  Volunteer  system 
rests  upon  a  county  basis,  and  each  county  is 
self-contained.  The  organization  is  by  coun- 
ties and  county  divisions. '  Each  division  con- 
sists of  a  variable  number  of  regiments,  accord- 
ing to  the  strength  of  the  Volunteers,  and  each 
regiment  comprises  a  variable  number  of  bat- 
talions. There  is  a  tendency  to  form  each  div- 
ision of  three  regiments,  each  of  three  battalions 
of  1,000  men  apiece,  but  the  system  is  elastic, 
and  in  practice  the  divisions  vary  considerably 
in  .com  position  and  strength. 

There  are  at  present  sixty-five  organized 
battalions.  The  organization  embraces  all  the 
nine  counties  of  the  Province.  Belfast  has  the 
largest  number  of  battalions,  namely,  eighteen, 
Down  comes  next  with  ten,  while  other  coun- 
ties have  either  five,  four,  three,  or  two  bat- 
talions. There  is  only  one  mounted  regiment, 
the  Enniskillen  Horse,  but  as  each  county  divis- 
ion finds  a  mounted  section,  and  cyclists  be- 
sides, it  would  be  easy  to  provide  a  considerable 
number  of  mounted  men.  The  battalions  vary 
in  strength  from  four  hundred  to  2,000.  There 
are  many  of  the  higher  strength,  but  as  con- 
siderable detachments  would  remain  in  certain 
counties  to  keep  the  Nationalists  in  check  it 
is  probable  that  the  average  strength  of  the 
field  battalions  will  not  exceed  1,000  men  at 
first.  The  counties  also  supply  corps  for  trans- 
port and  supply,  and  cadet  bicycle  corps.  There 
is  an  extensive  medical  organization,  for  which 
the  women  of  Ulster  have  worked  splendidly. 
There  are  regimental  doctors,  dressing  sta- 
tions, ambulances,  and  hospitals  already  organ- 
ized, while  many  ambulances  have  been  prom- 
ised by  sympathizers  in  England  and  Scotland. 
In  each  battalion  stretcher-bearers  have  been 
organized  and  trained. 

A  DEMOCRATIC  SYSTEM 

As  a  general  rule,  the  enrolled  men  nom- 
inate their  section  leaders,  and  the  latter  elect 
their  company  ofticers,  who-,  in  their  turn, 
choose  their  commanding  i  ubject  to  the 

approval  of  Headquarters.  The  commanding 
officer  may  or  may  not  be  given  power  to  nom- 
inate his  second  in  command  and  adjutant. 
Nearly  all  the  leading  notables  of  Ulster  are 
to  be  found  at  the  head  ol  the  various  higher. 
units.  In  cases  where  these  men  are  without 
much  military  experience  they  will  have  placed 

them  on  mobilization  one  of  the  numerous 
ex-Regular  officers  whose  services  have  been 
promised  The  Protestant  clergy  of  all

unteer Post  Offices  are  already  working  in  conjunction 
with  it.  Experience  shows  that  orders  from  Headquar- 
ters can  be  transmitted  by  this  Corps,  whether  by  signal 
or  dispatch  rider,  to  the  furthest  point  of  Ulster  in  about 
four  hours. 

ARMS  AND  EQUIPMENTS 

The  drilling  of  the  Ulster  Volunteers  with  dummy 
rifles  provokes  derision  in  certain  quarters.  It  may 
continue  to  -do  so,  for  these  dummy 
rifles  will  be  retained  until  mobiliza- 
tion takes  place.  The  number  of  good  mod- 
ern rifles  at  the  disposal  of  the  Ulster  Volun- 
teers is  only  known  to  five  or  six  men,  who 
have  sensibly  decided  to  keep  their  informa- 
tion to  themselves.  The  general  impression  is 
that  there  may  be  80,000,  rifles  available,  but 
the  writer  is  unable  to  affirm  that  this  number 
or  any  other  number  is  correct. 

The  ruling  powers  of  the  Ulster  Volunteer 
Force  have  acted  very  prudently  regarding  the 
rifles  which  they  have  purchased.  They  have 
not  stored  them  in  central  magazines  where 
they,  might  be  seized,  and  at  the  same  time 
they  have  not  handed  them  over  to  the  men 
individually.  A  few  have  been  distributed  to 
the  companies  for  rifle  practice,  but  the  bulk 
have  been  consigned,  in  parcels  not  exceeding 
five  rifles,  to  setected  men,  and  most  of  the 
rifles  are  now  dispersed  all  over  Ulster,  together 
with 'ammunition,  ready  for  immediate  issue  in 
case  of  emergency. 

The  favorite  calibre  is  the  .303  inch.  There 
are  many  Martini-Enfield  carbines,  single-load- 
:':ers,  but  excellent  handy  weapons  sighted  up  to 
2,000  yards.  There  are  also  magazine  rifles 
of  Italian  make,  which  are  issued,  with  am- 
munition to  certain  counties.  Nearly  all  rifles 
have  a  long  bayonet/  Equipment  consists  of 
bandoliers  for  ammunition,  web  belts  to  carry 
the  bayonet,  haversack  for  rations,  and  occa- 
sionally water  bottles.  Reserve  ammunition, 
supplies  other  than  those  carried  on  the  men, 


great  coats,  blankets,  and  cooking  pots,  as 
well  as  forage,  are  earritfTin  battalion  carts 
which  accompany  each  ainiyin  a  military  or- 
ganization. 

A  STRIKING  FORCE 
A  recent  innovation  is  the  preparation  pi  a 
special  force  for  the  purpose  of  supporting 
"frontier"  units  and  of  executing  special  mis- 
sions. This  corps  consists  of  3,000  men  in 
Belfast,  and  will  be  supplemented  by  small 
contingents  of  three  hundred  to  five  hundred 
men  apiece  from  the  counties.  These  men  are 
to  be  specially  trained  and  equipped  on  the 
nmdel  of^he  South  African  Zarps.  They  wilt 
probably  that  the  greater  number  of  the  bt 
which  can  be  readily  found  by  Belfast  and 
a  few  other  centres  where  there  are  men  ac- 
customed to  railway  work,  bridge-making,  and 
demolitions. 

MOBILIZATION 

The  Organization  of  the  Ulster  Volunteers 
is  territorial  in  the  strictest  sense,  and  conse- 
quently mobilization  is  extremely  rapid.  If 
it  be  assumed  that  mobilization  orders  from 
Headquarters  can  be  delivered  at  remote  cen- 
tres in  four  hours,  as  anticipated,  and  that  these 
orders  are  despatched  early  any -morning,  it  is 
probably  that  the  greater  number  of  the  batta- 
lions would  be  assembled  in  the  course  of  the 
same  day,  and  that  by  the  second  day  of  mob- 

tion  the  whole  operating  force  would,  if 
necessary,  be  on  the  move. 


The  Outposts  of  Empire 

Details  were  recently  published  in  the  Eng- 
lish papers  of  a  story  of  heroism  011  an  outpost 
of  Empire.

Lieutenant   I  loyd  Jones  and  Mr.  Kittermaster, 
the  Political  Officer  from  the  next  post,  twenty- 
live  men  Oi  the  Kind's  African  Rifles,  a  score  or 
amels,  and  a  dozen  Somali  constabulary. 
Early  on  the  morning  of  the  fourth  day  out 
scouts   returned    from   reconnoitring   a   valley 
and  reported  the  existence  of  a  strong  stockade 
held  by  riflemen.    Owing  to  the  elusive  charac- 
ter of  the  raiders,  it  was  necessary  to  rush  them 

fore  they  became  aware  of  the  presence  of 
tiv.        e  ami  i  ieutenanl  1  loyd  Jones,  leaving 

tin-  majorU)  mI  the  men  behind,  advanced 
quickly  into  the  valley  with  fifteen  rifles.  The 
men  inside  the  /aieba  were  summoned  to  sur- 
render, but  no  anSWei  being  received,  the  bugler 
tunded  the  charge.  The  soldiers,  with  a  yell, 
rushed  forward,  firing  a  volley,  but  at  that 
moment  the  bugler  was  hit.  while  a  soldier  to 
the  left  of  the  commander  was  killed. 

Orders  were  heard  in  Abyssinian  to  shoot 


the  white  man,  and  as  Lieutenant  Lloyd  Jones 
reached  the  gate  he  dropped,  having  been  shot 
through   both  legs.      It   was   then    seen    that 

[ve  of  the  soldiers  had  retreated,  leaving  the 
white  officer,  with  only  three  orderlies,  at  the 
tnlrancc  of  the  zarcba,  entirely  at  the  mercy  of 
the  raiders.  The  orderlies  attempted  to  carry 
their  Commandant  off  the  field,  but  lie  ordered 
them  to  leave  him  and  to  rush  the  narrow  gate. 
I  hi ..  they  accomplished  with  the  greatest  gal- 
lantry, killing  every  man  inside  the  zareba. 

The  Political  Officer  did  all  he  could  for 
Lieutenant  I  loyd  Jones  with  the  limited  re- 
sources at  his  disposal,  and  fashioned  splint 
of  his  drawing-box.  In  spite  o\  all  he  could  ih> 
tetanus  set  in,  the  patient  became  delirious,  and 
chloroform  ran  out.  During  the  trek  to  Nyeri 
a  couple  of  rhinoceroses  charged  the  wounded 
officer's  stretcher,  but  both  animals  were  turned 
at  thirty  yards  by  the  two  Abyssinian  orderlies, 
who  remained  with  their  leader  to  the  end. 

It  was  not  until  forty-three  days  after  he 
had  been  hit  .that  the  officer  and  his  escort 
reached  the  post  of  Nyeri,  where  at  last  he 
found  a  doctor  and  a  nurse.  For  fourteen  days 
all  that  was  possible  was  done,  but  in  the  mean- 
time the  muscles  had  shrunk,  and  one  leg  is 
lour  inches  shorter  than  the  other.  At  length, 
after  undergoing  a  stretcher  journey  of  over 
five  hundred  miles  under  the  most  horrible  con- 
ditions, the  wounded  man  reached  Nairobi  and 
a  hospital.  The  doctors  at  Nairobi  regarded  his 
arrival  there  alive  as  almost  miraculous.  Had 
it  not  been  for  the  devotion  of  Ids  two  Abys- 
sinian orderlies  this  would  have  been  impos- 
sible. 


There  have  been  mobilization  parades  for  battalions 
as  well  as  for  companies.  The  4th,  or  Dungannon,  Bat- 
talion of  the  Tyrone  Regiment,  assembled  for  such  a 
parade  on  February  25  last.  At  this  parade  the  bat- 
talion turned  out  1,025  men  strong,  not  only  with 
cyclists  and  stretcher-bearers  all  complete,    but    with 

r  one  hundred  carts  containing  seven  hundred  en- 
trenching tools,  as  well  as  forage  for  the  horses.  It  is 
up  to  this  standard  that  all  battalions  are  work- 
ing. 

TRAINING 

The  Ulster  Volunteers  contain  a  fair  num- 
ber of  professional  soldiers.    The  Headquarters, 
under  the  competent    control    of  Lieutenant- 
General  Sir  George  Richardson  and  his  chief 
of  staff,  Colonel  Hacket-Pain,  are  almost  ex- 
clusively professional.     Other  distinguished  ex- 
Regulars  command  some    divisions    and  regi- 
ments, while  at  the  head  of  battalions  and  even 
companies,  are  a  certain  number  of  good,  keen, 
and  active  young  men  who  have  been  in  the 
Army  and   have  seen  service.      In   the   ranks 
there  is  a  fair  sprinkling  of  old  soldiers  with 
medals,  and  at  the  head  of  sections  and  colli- 
des there  are  a  good  number  of  ex-Regular 
N.CO.'s.     The  Army  Reserve  and  the  Special 
Reserve  contribute  their  quota  of  men  to  the 
Volunteers,  while  on  mobilization  there  is  sure 
to  be  a  large  influx  of  the  professional  element. 
At  the  same  time,  it  is  rather  the  rule  than 
the  exception  to  find  that  the  officers  of  the 
Volunteers  and  section   leaders    are    civilians 
without  professional  training.  Consequently,  the 
first  thing  to  be  done  was  to  train  these  caders 
in  elementary  drill  and  musketry  so  that  they 
could  act  as  instructors  to  their  men.     The 
first  camp  organized  for  this  purpose  was  held 
at  Baronscourt  from  October  4  to  October  i  l 
last,  and  as  it  was  very  successful  it  has  formed 
the  model  for  camps  elsewhere.     The    camp 
was  restricted  to  ofticers  commanding  compan. 
ies,  section  leaders,  and  drill  instructors  from 
the   five   battalions  of   the   Tyrone  regiment, 
and  the  syllabus  of  instructions  contained  all 
that  could  be  taught   within  a  week  of  drill, 
musketry,    Held   fortifications,   extended  order, 
attack  and  defence,  outposts,  obstacles,  and 
forth.     The  writer    has    watched  the  work    oi 
company  officers  and  section  leaders  trained  at 
other  and  similar  camps,    and    considers  that 
they  have  a  fair  knowledge  of  how  to  handle 
men  and  to  impart  the  rudiments  of  profes- 
onal  instruction  to  those  under  them. 


THE  AMERICAN  PRECEDENT

The,  French  contingents  which  help- 
ed Washington  will  be  represented  by  the  Pro- 
testant sympathizers  who  will  aid"  Ulster. 
We  see  no  foreign  fleet  to  deprive  us  of  the 
command  of  the  sea,  but  neither  did  our  state  i- 
men  of  the  18th  century  foresee  De  Grasse. 
In  a  certain  sense  Ulster  is  stronger  than  were 
the  American  colonists,  for  whereas  Slate  par- 
ticularism nearly  ruined  the  American  cause, 
and  prevented  the  appearance  in  the  ticid  oi 
more  than  3 5, 000  men  at  any  one  time,  Ulster 
is  united,  and  can  place  three  times  this  num- 
ber in  the  field.

In  his  determination  to  terrify  the 
Terrorists  130  men  were  rushed  into 
penal  banishment  without  any  evidence 
against  them.  Afterwards  it  was  dis- 
covered that  they  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  infernal  machine,,  and  that  it 
was  the  work  of  the  Royalists,  two  of 
>  were  detected,  convicted  and  exe- 
cuted.

Still  wishing  to  spare  him  the  full 
measure  of  disgrace,  he  officially  an- 
nounced that  Bourrienne  had  been  pro- 
moted tb  other  duties,  and,  indeed,  it 
was  not  long  until  he  did  tmd  employ- 
ment for  him.

TRAPPING  THE  BOURBONS 

As  tho  plotting  against  Napoleon 
w.-nt  on,  he  and  those  about  him  were 
aeis<  d  with  a  frenuy  of  spying.  The 
watch  on  tho  mails  was  redoubled  un- 
til no  one  dared  to  trust  a  secret  of 
any  kind  to  the  post,  while  crafty  fel- 
lows filled  it  with  letters  designed  to 
cast  suspicion  on  their  enemies,  or  to 
create  an  impression  in  the  mind  of  the 
First  Consul  favorable  to  their  own 
loyalty.  The  letter  opensN  were  known 
as  tho  "black  cabinet,"  and  they  for- 
warded to  Napoleon  copios  of  all  com 
munlcathuis    likely    to   interest    him. 

Napoleon  thenceforth  did  not  for  a 
moment  take  his  eye  off  the  Bourbons. 
Who  neve*  relented  or  rested  in  their 
savage  purpose  to  strike  down  the  man 
who  stood  in  their  way.  While  they 
wero  seUlnp  on  the  reopening  of  the 
war  between  Kngland  and  France  to 
spring  their  grand  plot,  there  appeared 
in  London  a  man  named  La  Touch",  He

Invisible  ink  and  a  commission  lo  go 
to  Paris  and  gpy  00  th«  I-'irst  Con.-ul, 
whence  he  sent  back  son)*  remarkable 
reports,  which  he  pretended  wen-  based 
on  Information  obtained  from  one  of 
the    ushers   In   the    Tuileries. 

But  H  waa  Napoleon  himself  who 
dictated  La  Touche'a  report  to  tho 
credulous  British  Ambassador  lo  Mun- 
ich, and  he  delighted  in  describing  his 
own  personal  habits  and  his  military 
plans  whtoh  later  fooled  llto  enemy.

THE  GREAT  PLOT 

Tho  plot  began  to  un cold  Itself  late 
In  the  summer  of  180!$.  when  an  Kng- 
lish  naval  officer  landed  a  little  party 
of  French  Royalists  at  the  foot  of  a 
steep  cliff  on  the  coast  of  Normandy. 
The  French  ports  were  all  closed  to 
British  shipping  by  the  war,  but  some 
smugglers  bad  hung  a  cable  down  the 
side  of  the  cliff  and  by  that  cable  the 
members,  of  the  party  climbed  hand 
over  hand  to  the  top.  They  then 
made  their  way  to  Paris  by  what  Is 
known  in  America  as  an  "underground 
railroad."  lodging  along  the  way  in 
farmhouses  and  castles  belonging  to 
trusted   RoyalistB. 

The  leader  of  this  band  was  a  re- 
markable character,  a  Bretou  named 
Georges  Cadoudal,  who  had  bravely 
fought  in  the  Royalist  rebellions  of  La 
Vendee  in  the  time  of  the  revolution. 
When  Napoleon  was  pacifying  the 
cuntry  in  the  opening  weeks  of  his 
Consulate,  he  summoned  Georges  to 
Paris,  and  In  the  course  of  a  long  Inter- 
view, offered  him  liberal  rewards  for 
himself  ami  his  friends.  But  all  bland- 
ishments and  temptations  were  spurned 
by  the  dauntless  rebel  and  lrrec 
able  Royalist,  whose  firmness,  however, 
so  won  Napoleon's  respect,  that  he  was 
permitted  to  leave  Paris  instead  of 
being  arrested  and  shot.  Georges,  on 
the  other  hand,  never  forgave  himself 
for  not  "strangling  him  then  and  there 
iu    those    strong  arms." 

Alter  three  years  this  fanatic  was  in 
Paris  again  to  repair  that  omission.  He 
was  Joined  by  Gen.  PlOhOffru,  a  teacher 
of  Napoleon's  In  the  military  school  of 
Brlenns  and  later  a  General  In  th,-, 
revolution.  Pichegtu  had  sold  out  to 
in.  Bourbons  and  been  deported  to 
Cayenne  for  his  treachery  to  t. 
public,    but    bad    escaped    '•n   Knglaml. 


THE  PLAN  UNFOLDED 

His  pari  now  in  ttiu  great  plot  was 
to  induce  Gen.  Korean},  the  foremost 
military  commander  under  the  First 
Consul,  to  enter  into  the  consp.

Once  Moreau's  co-operation  was  assured,

MOreau'a  Jealousy  of  Napoleon  waa 
bitter,   outspoken  and   notorious,       Tin- 

victor  in  the  grcnt  battle  ..f  lloi,enlln- 
den  dared  to  look  upon  the  victor  in 
II,,.  bftttle  of  Marengo  as  a  rival,  and 
what  Is  more  his  wife  and  her  mother, 
who  were  from  Martinique,  hotly  re- 
fused, In  the  atiieiooms  of  the  Tulleiies, 
to  danco  attendance  upon  Josophtne, 
credo  like  themselves.  .  The  entire 
family  held  aloof  from  the  new  court 
Of  the  consulate,  and  when  Napoleon 
Inaugurated  the  Legion  of  Honor  they 
ridiculed  his  decorallons  before  all 
Pnria  by  attaching  to  the  collar  of 
their   dog  an   Insignia  of    the  order. 

Plchegru  found  Moreau  ready  to  con- 
spire, but  only  for  himself.  "Do  with 
Bonaparte  what  you  will,"  he  said, 'but 
do  not  ask  me  to  put  a  Bourbon  In  hla 
plaoe."

revenge  on  the  Royalists.  "Am  I  a  dog 
to  be  beaten  to  death  in  the  streets?"

But  Moreau  having  disappointed 
the  princes  did  not  climb  up  the 
cable,  where  JSavary  sat  watching  like 
a  ti  (Tier  beside  a  rat  hole.  Nor  0OO)d 
the  hiding  places  of  Georges  and  Plch- 
egru be  found.  Parle  suddenly  shut 
down  on  them  like  a  trap.  The  gates 
of  the  city  were  closed,  the  walls 
were  patroled  and  no  one  was  permitted 
to   leave   the   capital. 

Plchegru,  without  a  sheltering  roof 
left  to  hlin,  went  one  evening  to  the 
house  of  an  old  friend,  Barbe  Marhois, 
the  Minister  of  the  Treasury,  who  kept 
him  o\.-r  Bight,  an  act  of  generosity 
Napoleon  respected.  But  soon 
the  fugitive  was  discovered  while  in 
another  lodging  and  was  thrown  into 
prison,  where  ultimately  he  strangled

but  Napoleon  pardoned  him,  on  the  con- 
dition  thaL  he  went,  to  the  United 
States   and    stayed    there.

Paris,  a,  report  was  received  that  the 
young  Duke  d'l&O&hlen,  a  descendant  of 
tie-  liivat  I'onde,  was  living  In  the 
Duchy  of  Baden,  a  few  miles  from  the 
French  frontier,  where  he  was  con- 
tig  witli  (on.  Dumniiriea,  another 
General  of  the  Revolution,  who,  like 
Plchegru,  had  been  bought  up  by  the 
leoiriions.  It  was  further  reported 
that  the  Prince  had  actually  made  sec- 
ret  visits    to   Paris. 

A  siiuad  of  thirty  horsemen  waa  sent 
into  Baden,  although  It  was  nut  French 
soil,  the  Duke  was  kidnapped  and  hur- 
ried to  Paris.  While  he  was  on  the 
way,  however.  It  became  known  to  the 
Government  that  he  had  not  beon  with 
DumoUries  at.  all.  and  It  was  seen  that 
there  was  no  evidence  whatever  that 
he  had  any  part  In  the  plottlngs  of  the 
other  branch  of  the  Bourbon  family 
it  wag  due  that  he  had  served  In  for- 
eign armies  against  France  and  was 
then  In  the  pay  of  England,  but  he 
was   not  a   conspirator.

Invasion  of  England  and  all 
affairs  of  state  in  his  abaorblng  passion 
for  rev*nge,  The  fight  had  become  a 
Corslcan  vendetta  between  the  Bona- 
partes  and  the  Bourbons,  and  no  kins- 
man of  the  foe.  should  toe  apared.  Home 
ov.'  those  around  the  First  Consul  might 
stand  aghast  at  tha  thought  of  shed- 
ding royal  blood,  hut  he  declared, 
"Neither  is  rny  Mood  ditchwaterl" 
To  the  tearful  appeal  of  Josephine, 
he.  commanded.  "Begone!  Tou  are  a 
child!" 

IN  THE  MOAT  AT  V1NCENNES 

Lato  In  a  March  afternoon  the  cap- 
tive Duke  was  conducted  Into  the  big. 
gray  fortreas  of  Vtncennca,  four  nttles 
from  th*  heart  of  Paris.  Although  he 
was  yet  to  be  placed  on  trial,  his  grave 
was    already    dug    In -the    rrroet;    on    the

the  royal  prisoner  wsb  brought  hefore 
them. 

After  his  examination  he  pleaded  to 
be  taken  before  Napoleon  himself,  but 
instead  he  was  remanded  to  hla  cell. 
The  commission  then  debated  the  case 
for  two  hours,  when  the  verdict  was 
signed  condemning  tho  Duke  to  die  for 
having  borne  arms  against  France  and 
being  in  the  pay  of  her  enemy,  England. 

U  five  o'olock  in  the  morning  Na- 
poleon stirred  from  his  uneasy  sleep. 
and  said  in  solemn  tones.  "By  thla 
time,  the  Luke  d'Enghlen  has  ceased  to 
live."  Whereat  Josephine  fell  to  weep- 
ing. But  it  was  six  o'clock  when  the 
Duke,  still  ignorant  of  his  doom,  was 
led  from  his  cell  down  the  stair  toward 
the  open  door  of  the  castle.  As  he  fait 
the  fresh  morning  air  on  his  face,  he 
mistook  it  for  the  clammy  breath  of 
a  dungeon  and  cried  to  hla  guard,  "Tou 
are  not  going  to  put  me  in  a  dungeon!" 
The  only  reply  was  the  reading  of  tha 
death    sentence. 

Out  of  the  door  the  royal  victim  was 
hd,  the  door  that  looks  upon  what  lev 
now  one  of  the  prettiest  and  most  popu- 
lar of  the  forest  playgrounds  of  Paris. 
and  down  Into  the  moat,  against  which 
Savary    leaned   at   careless    ease. 

Tho  Duke  was  placed  with  h*s  back 
to  tie  wall  of  the  tower  and  facing  tha 
firing  squad.  His  request  that  a  priest 
he  summoned  to  attend  him  was  ig- 
nored, but  when  he  asked  that  he  might 
be  permitted  to  send  a  lock  of  hla  hair 
to  his  sweetheart,  the  Duchoas  da 
Rohan,  the  commander  of  the  squad 
gruffly  Inquired  of  his  men,  "Has  any 
one  of  you  a  pair  of  scissors?"  The' 
scissors  were  found  and  the  lock  was 
clipped. 

Tic-  Duke's  last,  appeal  to  hla  execu- 
tioners was  for  them  not  to  miss  tbelr. 
"in,  and  In  another  instant  he  fall  be-t 
the  fatal  volley,  -pierced  through 
the  heart.  The  corpse  was  pushed 
into  the  gaping  hole  beside  it.  but 
there  to  pause  only  a  few  years  until 
the  return  of  the  Bourbons,  when  it 
was  disinterred  and  laid  to  rest  in  the 
Chapel   of   the   grim  old  castle. 

WHERE  THE  REPUBLIC  FELL 

A  small  slender  column  of  marble 
was  erected  in  the  grassy  moat  at  the 
time  the  body  was  removed,  and 
there  it  stllJ  stands  under  the  gaz«  of 
the  morbid  and  the  curious,  marking 
the  ?<pot  where  the  last  of  the  House 
of  Oende  ie||— and  where,  too,  in  the 
twelfth  year  of  It*  age  the  republic 
fell!  For  It  waa  truly  said  of  the 
Bourbon  conspirators  that  they  came  to 
give  France  a  king  and  gave  her  an 
emperor. 

The  blood  of  the  Bourbons,  sad  In- 
deed  of  all  the  royalty  in  Europe,  ran 
cold  with  horror  at  the  naws  of  how 
the  Duke  d'Enghlen  had  died.  The 
court  of  tha  Caar  at  Bt.  Petersburg 
went  into  mourning,  and  the  King  of 
Prussia  recoiled  from  Napoleon  Into  mm 
alliance   wtth  Russia. 

Paris  met  the  event  with  mixed  feeU- 
lngs.  Rome  protesting  person  corned! 
his  whispered  denunciation  of  the  kill- 
ing in  a  memorable  phrase,  "It  la 
worse  than  a  crime— tt  is  a  blunder!** 
The  regicides,  however,  tl|e>  men  who 
voted  for  the  death  of  Louts  JtVI,  were* 
weary  of  Napoleon's  habit  of  reujfkty 
chiding  them  and  reminding 
they  sorely  would  be  Shot  if 
bone  ever  came  back,  and  they  a#-  ' 
plauded  bis  courae  The  oil  revolu- 
tionists, now  that  Bourbon  blood  Who 
on  Ms  hands,  no  longer  r sored  thnVha 
might  make  terms  with  the  Royalest*; 
ho  had  burned-  bio.  bridges.
